Three shots were fired at the King of the 
Melgians this morning as he was proceeding 
to the cathedral to attend a te deum in mem- 
ory of the late Queen Marie Henriette. No 
one was hurt. 

The man who fired the shots is an Jtallan, 
named Rubino. Me stood in front of the Bank 
of Brussels on the Rue Royale. He was im 
mediately arrested, and the police had some 
diMculty in rescuing him from the hands ot | 
the crowd. He gave the name Irubino. 
The royal cortege consisted of several car- | 


riages besides that of the King, containing the 
Count and Countess of Flanders, Prince and 
Princess Albert of Flanders, the Princess 
Clementine and aides-de-camp and ladies of 

or. 

As the remaining cartridges in the revolver 
were blank, it was at first assumed that this 
Was the care with those discharged <A fuller 
investigation informed the police that the man 
really fired a ball cartridge, the bullet of 
which smashed-the window of Comte D'Outre- 
montes carriage, and grazed the Grand Mar- 
hals face. When Rubino was removed from 
the mob he was placed in a cab, and in- 
furiated crowds of people immediately sur- 
rounded it, and attacked the vehicle with 
knives and sticks, The police had great 4i- 
ficeulty in forcing a way to the Police Sta- 
tion through the crowd. The cab was badly 
hacked with knives. 

A search of the prisoner revealed a package 
of ball cartridges. 

It is reported that Rubino had been heara 
to express anarchistic opinions, and it was aleo 
sald he came to Brussels from London en 
pressly tokill King Leopold, and went to the ca- 
thedral today for this purpose, but gefrainea 
from shooting at the King, for fear of killing 
soldiers who stood between him and His 
Majesty. 

Rubino is also reported to have said he was 
employed in the Itallan secret service in Lon- 
don, and that he came to Brussels 4 fortnight 
ago with the intention of assagsinating King 
Leopold. 

The news of the outrage spread repidiy 
throughout the city, and the greatest excite- 
ment prevailed. The people thronged the 
streets, cagerly discussing the attempt on the 
life of the King, and large crowdws gath 
ered im front of the various bulletin boards. 
The newspapers issued frequent editions, an! 
these were eagerly bourht. General abhur- 
rence Was expressed by the people at the ap- 
parentiy deliberate attempt to assassinate the 
sovereign. 

King Leopold appeared to be quite unmoved. 
After luncheon at the palace, His Majesty 
entered a motor car and proceeded to the ran 
road station, where he boarded a train bound 
for Gervenendae}. 

GLORIES IN THE DEED. 

‘BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 
BRUSSELS, Nov. 15.—That Rubino intended 
to assassinate King Leopold seemed fully es- 
tablished thie evening by the prisoner's con- 
fession to the police. The latter at first de- 
nied all the reports to. the effect that the re- 
volver contained ball cartridges, or that Ru- 
bine was connected with anarchism, but they 
ffihaliy admitted that the prisoner had con- 
fessed that. he intended to shoot King Leo- 
pold and that he had anarchist beliefs. 
The self-confessed would-be regicide is «a 
small baid-headed man with a black mus- 
tache. He maintained perfect calm during 
his interrogation by the police. He Informed | 
tne police that he came from London, Where 
he went on a futile search for work. There 
Rubino obtained assistance from the Italian 
embassy, and was temporarily engaged to 
@atch anarchists. He was dismissed, how- 
ever, as the embassy officials discovered that 
he sympathized with e@narchists. It was then 
that he bought a revolver and cartridges and 
came to Brussels 
Failing to find work Rubino said he deter- 
mined to act, and went to the cathedral 
with the intention of shooting the King, but 
he did not fire at His Majesty for fear of hit- 
ting intervening soldiers. Then Rubino pro- 
ceeded to the Rue Royale, where he awaited 
the cortege. The royal carriage containirg 
the King passed before Rubino was able to 
draw his revolver, hence the hots only 
hit the carriage following. 
In Rubinos pockets were found picture post 
cards bearing portraits of ‘King Leopold, 
Prince Albert and Princess Elizabeth. The 
prisoner said he procured the cards % as to 
be able to recognize the members of the royal 
family. He expressed the hope that others 
would be more successful than Aimeelf. He 
also said that he did het regret his act, and 
would have fired at any monarch, at the 
King of Italy as read ae at the King of the 
Beigtans, because Monarchs are tyrants, who 
cause misery of their peoples.” 
Finally Rubino declared he hated gocta!i«ts. 
because they wore friends of the police, and 
asserted that he had no accomplices, 

Rubine is 4 bock-keeper. He was born at 
Binardo, near Naples, in 18 

The police tonight are engaged in 
scouring the anarchist resorts here on 
a search for possible accomplices of Ru- 
bino. One arrest has already been 
made of a noted Belgian Anarchis: 
named Chapelle. Many other arrests 
will probably follow. Several persons 
who were near to Rubino when he fired 
the revolver, assert that he was accome | 
panied by another man, Who escaped 
among the crowd. It is thought proba. 
ble that this individual was an accom- 
plice, who carried off the revoiver, 
which the police have not yet found. 

Rubino, who has a wife and child in 
London, continues to affect # profound 
indifference as to his tate, whicn can- 
not be death, since capital punishment 
has been abolished in Belgium,

It is 
simply regulation that the miners of 
the arthracite field find necessary to 
Protect themeelves against favoritism 
and against one man going out and 
hiring a lot of laborers and bringing 
them in and having them work for 
him.”

In reply to a question as to whether 
he believed that all miners should 
be paid by the day, rather than by the 
ear or ten, Mitchell said he did not 
know whether it would be practical.

MacVeagh held Mitchel) down to an 
exact statement of the grievances 
which the miners had against the com- 
panies represented by him. Mitchell 
stated these to be that the companies 
have failed to pay wages sufficiently 
High; that they have failed to establish 
conditions of employment that were 
fair, that they have a wrong system 
of measuring the earnings of the 
miners, and that their opposition to the 
treatment of the men as organized men 
bad not been for the best. 

IGNORANT AS TO WAGES. 

MacVeagh repeated the demand for 
a twenty per cent. increase over the 
wages paid before the strike, and asked 
Mitchell if he really knew what those 
wages were. Mitchell answered that 
he did in a general way, but that he 
would have to examine the scale from 
the mine, and this he did not have 
in front of him. 

“But you are not now prepared to 
ask for an increase of those wages,” 
eald Mac Veagh, “because you don't 
know what the present wages are.” 

Mitchell's reply was that he was pre- 
pared to ask for the increase, even 
though he did not have the tables be- 
fore him.

NEW YORK DISPOSING OF HER ONLY 
COMMERCIAL ENTERPRISE. 


— 


Less Than Five Acres of Property 
Now Remaining, This Consisting 
Chiefly of the Brine Springs, With 
Regard to Which There is Dispute. 


[New York Tribune:] While the State 
Democratic platform advocates govern- 
ment ownership, the State itself is rap- 
idly closing out its only commercial! en- 
terprise, namely, its ownership of the 
Onondaga Salt Springs Reservation at 
Syracuse. On September 12, 1758, the 
Onondaga Indians sold to the State of 
New York a strip of land extending 
around Onondaga Lake, comprising 
some twenty thousand acres, on con- 
dition that it shall remain forever for 
the common benefit of the people of the | 
State of New York and the Onondagas 
for the purpose of making salt.” The 
State maintained its salt-making enter- 
prise until 1874, when the Legislature 
passed. a law allowing such lands to 
be appraised and sold which did not 
conflict with the business of manufac- 
turing salt made from brine furnished 
by the State from the springs. So 
great Was the pressure on the State by 
individuals Aemanding all the remain- 
ing salt lands that in 1898 a law was 
passed directing that the realty and 
personalty in the surface rights and 
salt springs be sold, and that the office 
of State superintendent of salt springs 
should cease on that day when all the 
property of the State should have been 
disposed of. On the passage of this 
lew State appropriations to maintain 
the State superintendent's offices at 
Syracuse ceased and the official has 
since maintained his office and the 
business of furnishing brine to manu- 
facturers from the duties assessed on 
the salt manufactured, save that he 
receives a salary of $1500 from the 
State.

NEAR SANTA MONICA.

MANY FLAVORS IN COMBINE IN

Notable Results of Experiments in 
Culture of Newly-introduced Trees 


of Eucalyptus Family and Other Va- 
rieties for Ornament and Otherwise. 


MONICA, Nov. 15.—Away up 


reaches of Santa Monica Caflon 
and well beyond the blighting effects of 
the cafion gin milis, a new trust has 
found root. The mania for great com- 
binations has permeated the fruit in- 
dustry, and there on State ground, un- 
der State patronage and with the 
State's encouragement, about a dozen 
kinds of fruit have been absorbed into 
a wonderful combine. 

The incorporated product is known to 
scientists as the aberia coffra, but it 
is more commonly known as the kai 
apple. It tis a native of South Africa. 
A tree, or rather a shrub, of that fruit 
at the State forestry station is now 
about 5 years old, and is in bearing In 
the fruit are assembled many of the 
qualities and flavors of other fruits. 

The aberia coffra has grown to a 
height of ten feet and has a spread of 
six or eight feet. There are probably 
fifty pounds of ripening fruit depending 
on its branches. The fruit is about 
the sige of a small apricot. It has the 
rich color and smooth skin of a yellow 
tomato and its shape is that of an 
apple. The skin is two or three times 
as tough as that of a tomato. The 
fruit may be eaten by biting A hole 
through the skin and sucking out the 
pulp. 

Everything touched by the juice, 
which is inclined to fly freely, is stained 
a deep yellow. The blend of flavors is 
a remarkable one. A person eating the 
fruit may detect the flavor of apples. 
of grapes, of apricots, of plums. of 


guavas, of crab apples and of passion 


fruit such as grows on vines in South- 
ern California. 

Unless very ripe the fruit is too sour 
to be eaten directly from the tree, but 
it forms an excellent basis for jellies 
and jams. The tree has grown on a 
high bench with little or no water #ave 
that from rain, and it is probable that 
it would grow well in many places in 
Southern California. It may be grown 
directly from the seeds. 

There have been a number of notable 
developments in tree culture at the 
station within the past year. The sta- 
tion, which is under the State Uni- 
versity, is devoted to experiments in 
the growing of many kinds of trees, 
with a view to gathering data showing 
which are best suited for the conditions 
that obtain in Southern California. 
Many who are about to plant trees in 
front of city lots, on lawns and along 
country roads visit the station and 
gather Information on those questions. 
The station has for about two years 
been under the superinten dene of W- 
liam Shutt. 

It used to be believed that of all the 
many varieties of cucalypti the eucal- 


'yptus globulus, or common blue gum, 
| wae the most rapid grower. 


that 
supposition it was generally planted in 
groves and along country roadsides, 
where the quickest growth wae desired 
or the 
neatness of the trees as to the shedding 
A recent 
experiment at the station seems to 
show that for speedy growth the com- 
mon blue gum must yield first place to 
the eucalyptus viminolis. A tree of 
that variety planted as a seedling 
eighteen months ago has uituined a 
height of twenty-five feet and has a 


trunk at least five inches in dlameter. 


Ite leafage is ike that of a weeping 
willow and it has a clean bark. It 
makes a much prettier tree than dues 
the blue gum. Comparativeiy few trees 
of that kind have been planted in 
Southern California. 

Eucalyptus resinifera is one of the 
varieties growing from seeds gathered 
from all over the world and planted at 
the station eighteen months ago. ‘ine 
of the trees of that kind Is twenty feet 
high and has a very straight trunk two 
and one-half inches in diameter. The 
wood is desirable for cabinet work and 
is like mahogany. This variety is at 
present very rare in Southern Califor- 
nia. 

Of the ornamental varieties the eu- 
calyptus obtusifiora, which is supposed 
to be entirely new in Southern Cali- 
fornia, is growing thriftily. It has 
beautiful vellowish and reddish leaves. 
Among the new varieties which experi- 
ments seem to show are well suited for 
small lawns where space is at a prem- 


lum, are the eucalyptus largiflorens, 
cucalyptus pilularis and = = eucalyptus 
raveretiana. Ail of them are new in 


Southern California.

Fake methods are employed by New 
York brokers to float the stock of this 
corporation, and claims are made for 
the company that cannot be substan- 
tiated, 

Who is responsible for the decep- 
tions. that are misleading the East- 
ern buyers? 

Local and San Francisco men who 
organized the Cons@lidated Oil Com- 
panies of California decline to shoul- 
der the responsibility, and say it is Up 
to the Eastern brokers to explain. 

No business man of standing could 
indorse the bare-faced cheating of the 
fellows who have issued the humbug- 
ging advertisements. 

For instance, they — guar- 
antee a dividend of 1 per cent. a month. 
when no dividends have been paid and 
none are in sight. 

HOW COMPANY WAS LAUNCHED. 

The Consolidated Oil Companies of 
California was formed in San Fran- 
cisco several months ago by the prin- 
pal stockholders of the Union Consoli- 
dated Crude Oil Company for the pur- 
pose, it is said, of taking over a con- 
trolling interest in the latter corpora- 
tion. The Union Consolidated Crude 
Oil Company then represented a con- 
solidation of the Rex Crude, Yukon 
Crude and American Fuel oll com- 
panies owning and operating prop, 
erties in the Los Angeles oil field, a 
combine including those properties 
having been entered into in April of 
last year. 

The deal was perfected and a ma- 
jority of the stock of the Union Con- 
eolidated Crude Oil Company was 
placed in escrow to be taken over by 
— A new company as its shares were 
80 
When first launched the directorate 
of the Consolidated Oi! Companies of 
California included: C. 8. Benedict, 
president; H. J. Crocker, vice-presi- 
dent; Harrison A. Jones, secretary, 
George W. Henderson, treasurer, F. . 
Sumner, Wendell Easton and H. E. 
Holmes, all of San Francisco, and E. 
W. Runyon of Red Bluff and Maj. 
George Easton of Los Angeles. 

Shortly after the stock of this com- 
pany went on the market, an entirely 
new board of directors was installed 
and new officers elected. The new 
crowd no in charge of the affairs of 
the company inciude: Allen McD 
Riddel, president; Cariton W. Canfield, 
vice-prevident; W. H. Kent, se:reta 
and treasurer: W. R. Townsend, w. 
Armstrong, W. A. Small, Joseph H. 
White, W. A. Newcome and F. Kim- 
mel. It is under this directorate that 
the company has been doing business 
in the Eastern market.

METHODS DENOUNCED. 

California stockholders of the Union 
Consolidated Crude and the organizers 
of the Consolidated Oil Companies of 
California decline to back up claims 
made by eastern brokers, and even go 
so far as to denounce the methods 
employed. 

“As soon as the first advertisements 
appeared and came to the notice of 
the directors of the company,” said 
Maj Easton in this city yesterday, 
“Mr. Crocker, the president, called a 
meeting. at which all of the original 
directors of the Consolidated Oi] Com- 
panies of California were present, and 
then and there dictated a letter and 
telegram to the New York broker for- 
bidding him to continue the statements 
he had made, as the directors would 
not in any way stand for them. 

“When the directors found they could 
not control the situation so far as the 
adveriisements were concerned, they 
ceased the sale of shares tin New York, 
and subsequently, with their resigna- 
tions, others were elected to fill the 
places on the old directorate. A new 
option was executed, and valuable come 
tracts were turned over to the New 
York company, and the existing man- 
agement made subsequent deals ia 
New York. The president of the 
company is now there, and the shares 
are all gold. 

“The whole purpose of the New York 
aprporation was detailed to the stock- 
holders of the Union Consolidated and 
was approved; accordingly the stock 
was lodged in escrow, to be taken 
up as the stock was sold in New 
York, practically giving control of the 
plant there, in the event that they 
dilled on their option.” 

CAN'T PAY DIVIDENDS. 

As a matter of fact, the company 
controls the property, but the valuae 
tion and earnings claimed are out of 
all reason. The entire production will 
not exceed 8000 barrels a month, and 
with the price of oll, and the necese 
sary expense in finding a market, it 
is impossible at the present time te 
pay dividends, and no dividends have 
been paid recently by the Union Con- 
solidated Crude, consequently none’ 
earned by the Consolidated companies 
of California. In spite of all thia,

Concerning the recall which is sub- 
mitted as a separate amendment nearly 
all well-informed people appear to be 
of one mind.

This proposed amendment provides 
that the holder of an elective. office may 
be removed at any time by the elec- 
tors.

WHY IT IS VICIOUS. 

What some are pleased to call the 
viciousness of this proposed amend- 
ment lies in the fact that 25 per cent. 
of the electors can undo the will of 
the majority, temporarily. end place 
the city to the expense of a new elec. 
tion. In case of a close contest for 
Mayor, for instance, 25 per cent. of the 
voters, or pfactically only 50 per cent. 
of the voters who supported the de- 
feated candidate, can put forward 
some “general ground” for the removal 
of the successful man and thereby 
gain the opportunity of trying the is- 
sue a second time. 
There is no limit to the number of 
times the winning candidate may be 
impeached and compelled to contest his 
election under this amendment. If the 
vote was very close for any office the 
city might be kept in a perpetual state 
of special elections by the supporters 
of the defeated candidate. 

It is argued that the provision is es- 
pecially evil in that it relates not alone 
to executive officers who are presumed 
to carry out the will of the people 
within the limits of their powers, but 
applies as well to those officers whose 
duties are functionary under the laws 
and ordinances.

Elysian Heights hag a brand-new 
electric car line, and its people are 
happy in the superiative degree. 

After a long and weary wait out 
in the hills for over seven years, the 
people of that district had the pleasure 
of seeing the first passenger cars run 
over the new line yesterday. And the 
passengers were legion, for it wag a 
free excursion. 

Nor was the car ride all that was 
free; the excursion was but a starter. 
The citizens of Elysian Heights gen- 
erously provided free cake and ice 
cream, wafers and punch, fruit and 
cigars; bouquets for the ladies and bou- 
tonnieres for the gentlemen; and 
slatherg of flags and firecrackers for 
the ubiquitous small boys. 

The celebration was announced to 
take place from 2 to 4 o'clock, but as 
soon as the cars began to run in the 
afternoon the crowds began to gather, 
and people were coming and going all 
the time, a ride over the new route 
proving very attractive. Several hun- 
dred people visited the heights during 
the afternoon. 

The new line runs up Echo Park road 
from the Hollywood line of the Clark 
& Sherman Company on Sunset boule- 
vard, and at the intersection of Scott 
avenue the first part of the forma! exer- 
cises were held. Thomas Kelley, presi- 
dent of the Elysian Heights and Nene 
Park Improvement Ala and one 
of the builders of the old horse 


forth its attractions and resources. 

Mayor Snyder made a short address, 
congratulating the residents on their 
enterprise, and the advantages which 
would be derived from the new line. The 
cars then took the excursionists on to 
the end of the line, and here, under a 
bower of shade, with the nationa! 
colors used in abundance in the decora- 
tion of the speakers’ Speeches 
were made by Col. uriffith J. Griffith, 
H. J. Whitley. of moliywood: K. F. 
“lark, of the Clark-Sherman Company: 
M.. Snyder of Tropico, Will D. Gould, 
J. G. Falkener, candidate for council- 
man from this ward, George Willard of 
the co Improvement 
and Mr. Champion, notable loca! 
history as the last operator of the last 
horse-car line in the city. 

COL. GRIFFITH'S ADDRESS. 

The main address was made by Col. 
G. J. Griffith, who said: 

This little road brings you right up 
to the western entrance to Elysian 
Park, and its logical extension north 
will also land its passengers in Grif- 
fith Park. The construction of a rall- 
way like this means the expenditure 
of much time, money and labor. It 
means that the enterprising Los An- 
geles and Pacific Railroad Company 
extended its financial ald, that neigh- 
borhood citizens have liberally co- 
operated. and that the public spirit of 
the community has n aroused. 

“In this connection I cannot help 
calling attention to the work which 
has been done by the Santa Monica 
road in promoting the construction of 
driveways via Sunset boulevard to Hol- 
Ivwood, with an ultimate extension to 
the sea beach. It has cost a great deal 
of money to straighten their road 
through the hills, cut through ridges, 
and fill up deep gullies. And it has 
taxed the resources of abutting prop- 
erty to contribute the necessary assist 
ance. 

“The city did a wise thing when it 
reserved these Elysian Heights for a 
public park. Pleasure grounds er- 
pressiy set aside for the benefit and 
enioyment of the people. provided With 
driveways, shaded walks, pleas- 
ant groves, and beautiful flower gar- 
dens, accessible to all the people. are 
modern features of city life. and Los 
Angeles, as one of the progressive cit- 
les of the country, must do her part if 
she hopes to keep abreast af the spirit 
of the age. 

“Elysian Park, when it was set aside 
for this purpose, seemed like a large 
tract of ground, but Los Angeles was 
a comparatively small town at that 
time. It has now expanded to metro- 
politan proportions in populatoin. com- 
mercial facilities, and financial impor- 
tance. Look at the record of her bank 
clearings published today—$5, 830,000, 
ranking her twenty-second among the 
great cities and financial centers of the 
country. 

And in parks she has gone clear up 
to the front, for in the extent af her 
largest park, and in the aggregate of 
her park area, no other city outranks 
her. No other city has a park with a 


mountain peak 1700 feet high. and with 

deep wooded cafions inhabited by wild 
r. besides hundreds of acres of 

meadow land. There is one drawback 

to this extensive tract deeded to the 

city as Griffith Park. and that is, its, 

present inaccessibility to the 

mass of citizens who own it and 

be glad to enjoy its attractions. 

“Means for getting to the park should 
be one of the first concerns of the city. 
The large concourse of people here to- 
day attest the fact that a new en- 
trance to Elysian Park interests the. 
people of the entire city. The exten-' 
sion of the road to Elysian Park would 
be an event of still greater moment to 
all classes in whatever section of the 
city they might reside. Let us then 
rejoice in the completion of the work 
we are celebfating today. and make a 
united effort to extend a boulevard and 
tralley road to Griffith Park at the car- 
date possible.“ 

MR. CLARK'S PLEASURE. 

E. P. Clark expressed his 
at the warm reception given the new 
road by the people, and intimated that 
the line would be extended as ra idly 
as possible. Its logical extension 18 on 
into the Glendale and Tropico coune 
try, on through the Eagle Rock Val 
ley to the San Rafae ranch, and 
thence to Pasadena, and the Glendale 
and Tropico people are willing and 
anxious to give assistance in building 
he road. 

At the first meeting place yesterday 
afternoon, Mrs. tt, owner of the 
extensive Scott tract, had provided re- 
freshments for the guests; and at the 
end of the line, from a prettily-decoe 
rated booth Mmes. A. Bixler, E. Howe 
ard, Snyder and G. Smith served ree 
freshments provided by the improvee 
ment association.

THE OLDEST WOMAN 
CROSSES THE 


HE oldest woman in Southern 

California if not in the State, died 

Friday at San Gabriel. Her rela- 
tives give her age as 117 years, but 
many of the old residents say that she 
was at least 120. 

She was Sefiora Catalina Flores, a 
native of Oregon, of Spanish descent. 
She had lived in California over ninety 
years, coming here when about 27 years 
of age. Sefiora Flores was the widow 
of José Flores, a Frenchman, who 
served in the War of 1812 and died 
about fifty years ago. The woman had 
seven children, all of whom have been 
dead many years. She leaves three 
great-crandchildren, two men and a 
woman, who are well along in ite. 
They have a number of children, some 
of whom are living, so that at the 
funeral yesterday afternoon there were 
in attendance — the offspring ot 
the faurth generation, carrying

babes in thelr arms. 


Sefiora Flores was born four years 
before George Washington's death. She 


came here at the time of the great 
earthquake that destroyed 


the first 


San Gabriel Mission, which was re- 
placed by the present one. At that 
time the Mission was the largest in- 
habited place in all California, ifs vast 
fields abounding in sheep, cattle and 
horses, all u r the charge of the 
Franciscan padres. 

She was known as the mother of the | 
community, and saw men and women) 
grow to old age and die, and then their 
children's children follow. Up to with- 
in two months of her death she went‘ 
constantly to the Mission services, 
taking active part in them and other 
good works. She was a great seam- 
stress and mended the church linen up . 
to within a few months. Her drawn | 
work has been noted throughout the 
southern part of the State for more 
than half a century. 

When Sefiora Flores felt that ber 
time grew near she took to her bed. She 
was not greatly emaciated, though she 
showed her age by the deep lines of 
her face. She had not had the three 
warnings, lameness, deafness and 
blindness. Her death was very peace- 
ful, and due simply to old age. .

(the 4th) will be memorable in the 
United States. Many citizens 
of the United States will vote for their 
Congressional representatives. In ad- 
dition, several States will elect a Gov- 
ernor and Legislature, and the Legis- 
latures will in turn appoint Senators, so 
there will be quite a renovation of the 
national representation. This year's 
elections are of importance. Upon the 
composition of the new House depends 
the success or failure of the party in 
power, two years hence. when the 
Presidential election transpires. With- 
out doubt Mr. Roosevelt will be a an- 
didate for the Presidency, and if the 
Republicans avail themeelves of his 
suggestions, so much the better for 
them. Public opinion credits the Re- 
publican party with the existence of 
the trusts. The Democrats availed 
themselves of this drift in opinion to 
frame anti-trust sentiments in their 
platform. Roosevelt was smart enough 
in his Campaign to declare in favor of 
their supervision by the government. 


; Had the elections occurred dur- 
ing the coal strike, it would have been 
fatal for the Republicans.

Alfredo Chavero, the distinguished 
archeologist, lawyer and statesman, 
just returned from his trip to New 
York and Washington with his daugh- 
ter, Miss Sara Chavero. He was chair- 
man of the Mexican delegation to the 
(ongress of Americantsts. He speaks 
with enthusiasm of the trip. Prominent 
among his pleasing recollections is his 
interview with President Roosevel:. 
With respect to the disegreeable in- 
cident that occurred at the conference 
between himself and Senor Batres, with 
respect to the discovery or excavation 
of Mount Alban, in Oaxaca, Mr. 
Chavero would not speak. He said his 
report to the government would con- 
tain everything tut would be neces- 
sary on the subject. Mr. Batres is also 
here. He was easy to interview and 
boiled over in the papers here as soon 
as he came back to Mexico. But as 1 
have already explained in former let- 
ters, neither Batres nor Saville are en- 
titled to the honor of having discov- 
ered the ruins of these tombs of the old 
Oaxaca kings. That credit, in modern 
times belongs to Gen. Diaz, who came 
across them on one of his revolutionary 
expeditions. They had, however, been 
discovered many years before. 

Last Friday was the twenty-first an- 
niversary of the marriage of President 
Diaz to his second wife, the daughter 
of Hon. Manuel Romero Rubio, who 
was, at the time of his death, Secre- 
tary of Interior in the Diaz Cabinet. 
The day was spent quietly at the castle 
of Chapultepec, the President coming 
into the city as usual. The occurrence 
was described at length in La Libertad, 
of November &. 1881, under the bi-lin- 
cual heading of “Un.Matrimonio en la 
High Life." “On Saturday at 7 o'clock 
Mr. Romero Rubio opened his palatial 
home to receive his many friends who 
had come to witness the marriage of 
his daughter, Carmen, to Gen. Diaz.

NE FRENCH AND THE AMERICAN 
PRESS. 

The recent visit to this country of a 
fournalist connected with Le Petit 
Journal of Paris, in the land of La 
Relle France (they have no newspaper 
men in France, all are journalists.) 
has given rise. in certain quarters, to 
comments on the comparative merits 
af French and American newspapers, 
o the disadvantage of. the native 
product. The reason why may be at- 
tributed to the fact that the laudation 
of Frepch journalism comes from small 
sheets that hate the sight of what they 
declare to be blanket sheets, because 
it is not possible for the said small and 
inconsequential newspapers to publish 
journals exceeding in size napkins of 
comfortable proportions. 

But to come right down to bottom 
facts. there are no newspapers in 
France, in the Anvwrican acceptance of 
the term. The little seven-by-nine 
French sheet that depends for its pres- 
tine and circulation upon a feuilleton— 
a little skimpy romance without worth 
or human itinterest—cannot by any 
process of reasoning be called a news- 
paper. 

In America the people, broad of mind, 
keen of intellect, insistent in their de- 
mands for the best af everything that 
is going. would starve to death the best 
newspaper published in Paris, were it 
to be reproduced in this country. in 
less than sixty days. Arerican news- 
Papers print the news. all the news, all 
the time—the news of the world and the 
news of the neighborhood; the news of 


_ the fireside, and the field. and the mar- 


ket, and the theater. and the club, and 
of every human institution, no matter 
what its character—at least the news- 
papers do this that are worthy of be- 
ing called newspapers. 

The American is vitally concerned 
With matters of human interest, and 
it is the newspaper that covers the 
whole field of human interest that 
commands his confidence and support. 
He has no time to fritter “away on 
esmuday little romances that are un- 
healthy in tone or silly in detail. 
Broad befween the eves, and with a 
mind vitally alive to the world’s work. 
he wants to know Nerv morning what 
the world did yeeterday, and what it is 
going to do tomorrow, as nearly ‘as 
Possible. It is the newspaper that 
ters to this alert human creature that 
Wins substantial success. and applause 
as we'll. 


And these differences in French and 


American newspapers may be at- 
tributed to the differences in French 
and American character. In France 


the people get the sort of newspapers 
that suit them, or they would not 
be published, but the American would 
starve to death intellectually upon the 
pabulum doled out daily in Paris in 
the shape of paper and printer's ink. 
The Frenchman, volatile, insouciant, 
keen after the animal pleasures of life, 
fioats over a feuilleton that would not 
be given even a cursory reading by 
the bury and alert American. Given 


‘his daily story, and the French reader 


is surfeited with Intellectual pabulum, 
for the reason that nothing outside 
Paris and his oon country concerns 
him. The sun rises and sets for 
France, the moon waxes and wanes

He watches 
the markets in the pages thereof: he 
learns {rom it when to buy and when 
to sell; he goes to it to learn what 
the weather is to be tomorrow; he 
gathers from its graphically-written 
accounts of where to send his dole for 
the afflicted; he looks to it for infor- 
mation as to the issues in politics, 
and as to the standing of the men 
who seek his suffrage; he gleans from 
it the latest intelligence regarding new 
books; he is, in a word, placed con- 
stantly in touch with the whole world 
of activity, and his hand is constantly 
and insistently upon the pulse of 
things. 


It is the newspaper in America that 
nearest reaches the high ideals of the 
best human product of America that 
achieves the highest measure of suc- 
cess. To be popular, to be respected, 
to be successful, the American news- 
paper must know when to be sober and 
when to be gay, just as the human 
creature must; it must know the right 
and dare to stand for the right; it 
must be strong in character and reso- 
lute in spirit; it must not cringe and 
it must not bully; it must not waver 
and climb on the fence; it must be 
true and steadfast and faithful every 
time and all the time, in sunshine and 
in storm; in short, the American news- 
paper, in order to gain and hold its 
readers and patrons, must embody 
those qualities that are most admi- 
rable in human character—truth, jus- 
tice, fulr play, decency, dignity, good 
nature, and the power and nerve to 
fight, and fight hard, when a fight be- 
comes necessary. 

To compare the French journal, with 
its meager proportions and its leading 
feature of a vapid and purposeless 
fevilleton, with the great world-cov- 
ering journals of America, i* to com- 
pare the butterfly fitting among the 
flowers with the eagle searing above 
the mountain tops. The one is a news- 
paper, the other a mere intellectual 
plaything; the one is doing things in 
the world, the other is rollicking along 
the primose path of loving dalliance. 
The man or newspaper that can find 
in modern French journalism: qualities 
that make it superior to the great, 
broad-minded, powerful and potential 
journals of this country, must think 
with his elbows and reason with his 
hands. 


ABOR-UNION COMPULSION. 

The Atlantic Monthly for Novem- 
ber contains an article entitled. “A 
Quarter Century of Labor Strikes,” by 
Ambrose P. Winston, in which the 
writer attempts to defend some of the 
radical, unjust, and illegal methods of 
labor organizations, as they are at 
present conducted. It is generally 
claimed on behalf of these organiza- 
tions, that membership in them is 
voluntary, or almost wholly so. Mr. 
Winston, who assumes to speak with 
some authority in the premises, makes 


no such claim, but unhesitatingly de- 
clares that compulsion jis often and 
„properly“ employed to increase the 
membership of labor unions. It is a 
matter of common knowledge that such 
is the case, but it is not often that 
an apologist for these methods will 


governed.“ 


| be compelled to accept. The com- 


pulsion is sometimes exerted through 
the astraciam®* of non-union fellow- 
workmen, but in many instances the 
union acts through the employers, 
compelling them to employ only mem- 
bers of the union. In a great num- 
ber of towns and cities the unions in 
the printing and building trades have 
maintained by this method a complete 
local monopoly. In some instances the 
union has forced the dismissal of non- 
union workmen who would not join 
a union, and it appears even that the 
whole working force in a large fac 
tory. who have not been previously 
members of a union, had been com- 
manded by their foreman te join the 
union, and compelled thereafter to 
maintain themselves ‘in good stand- 
ing.. 

It seems incredible that any person 
of temperate judgment can seek to 
justify, apologize for or defend such 
Practices as are here unblushingly 
confessed. It is one of the fundamental 
Principles of free government that the 
individual citizen shall be allowed to 
work out his own destiny. unhampered 
by any laws and restrictions, save 
those which are necessary for the 
Preservation of peace, the mainte- 
nance of orderly goverament, and the 
* of the guaranteed rights of 
all. 
“We hold these truths to be self- 
evident, that all men are created equa}: 
that they are endowed by their Crea 
tor with certain inalienable rights: 
that among these are life, i!berty, and 
the pursuit of happiness; that to se- 
cure these rights, governments are in- 
stituted among men, deriving their 
just powers from the consent of the 
Thus the immortal Dec- 
laration of Independence. The princi- 
ples here enunciated are supported, in 
the Constitution of the United 
States, by the most sacred and solemn 
guaranties; and the authority of the 
Constitution is supplemented and sup- 
ported by enactments of statutory law, 
designed to make the constitutional 
guaranties a living actuality and a 
concrete fact. 

If labor organizations, or any other 
organizations representing a fraction of 
the people, can “properly” deprive the 
individual citizen of the benefits of 
these constitutional and statutory 
guaranties, then our Constitution and 
our statutes are wrong, trades-union 
despotism is right, and we are to be 
governed through the compulsion of a 
conqueror,” instead of through the 
operation of constitutional and statu- 

It labor unions may properly“ in- 
crease their membership by compul- 
sion, they may at will set aside the 
solemn guaranties of the Constitution 
and the laws, and may “properly” de- 
prive those who incur their displeasure 
of life, of liberty, and of the pursuit 
of happiness. They can refuse mem- 
bership to whom they please; and if 
their aim to secure ah absolute monop- 
oly of the labor market were realised, 
all ayenues of employment would. be 
closed to non-unionists, who would 
thus be virtually denied the right to 
live, as well as the right to enjoy Iib- 
erty and the pursuit of happiness. 

We hear much about the evils of 
monopoly. These evils are indeed 
many, and the apologists for trade- 
union compulsion are never so voluble 
nor so vehement as when denouncing 
monopolies. Yet the labor monopoly 
which these proscriptive organizations 
Are seeking to establish, would be, if 
they could succeed in their object, 
the most baneful, unjust and despotic 
monopoly ever created. 

Whenever and wherever a monopoly 
is established, there are injustice and 
tyranny. A labor monopoly is no bet- 
ter, no more justifiable, than a capli- 
talistic monopoly. Both are founded 
upon selfishness and greed. Both are 
opposed to the common weal. Both 
aim at the destruction of legitimate 
competition, at the curtailment of per- 
sonal liberties, and at the subversion 
of individual rights. 

The growth of capitalistic 
olies is justly regarded as a 
menace. National and State legisia- 
tion has been invoked to limit and con- 
trol it. But the equal—or perhaps the 
more serious—menace of labor monop- 
olies has received little or no atten- 
tion. This is partly because of the 
cowardice and subserviency of poli- 
ticlans, and partly because of the in- 
difference and misinformaiion of the 
general public. But the general pub- 
lic, which is made to suffer from both 
these forms of monopoly, will doubt- 
leas be aroused in gooi time, to th» 
supreme menace of these twin evils. 
Then we shall have the drastic reme- 
dies which will cure these industrial 
ulcers. 


ROPOSED CHARTER AMENDMENT 
NUMBER TWO. 

One of the more important of the pro- 
pozed charter amendments to be voted 
upon at the city election, on Monday, 
December 1, will be Amendment No. 
2, relating to the management of the 
municipal water system. This pro- 
posed amendment provides an excellent 
fystem for the control and manage- 
ment of the water department. It pro- 
hibits the sale or lease of the water 
system, except Upon a two-thirds vote 
of qualified electors. It esta lishes a 
Water Department, to be uider the 
management and control of a board of 
Water commissioners, to consist of 
five members, to be appointed by the 
Mayor, subject to confirma.ion by a 
majority of the Council. No person 
will be elgible for appointment to 
this board who shall not have been 
an elector of the city for at least five 
years, and not more than three of the 
Fire Commissioners can belong to the 
same political party. The term ok 
service is four years, and the members 
of the poard elect their own presiding 
ofticer. 

The Board of Water Commissioners 
is to have general supervision and 
control of the water sysiem, to uc 
auire new sources Of supply when nec- 
essary; to make extensions, -cenetruct 
dams, reservoirs, etc.; to regulate the 
use, sale and distribution of water; tu 
fix water rates (subject to approval 
by the Council;y and to have, in ef- 
fect, entire control of the water de- 
partment.. 

The Constitution of the State pro- 
vides (Article XI. section 18.) that no 
city shall incur bonded indebtedness for 
any purpose, “unless, before or at the

time of ineurring such indebtedness, 
provision shall be made for the collec- 
tion of an annual tax sufficlent to pay 
tne Interest on such indebtedress as 
it falls due, and also provision to ¢on- 
stitute a sinking fund for the pay 
ment of the ‘principal thereof, on or 
before maturity. which Shall not ex 
ceed forty years from the time of con- 


blic | 


indebtedness or liability Incurred con- 
trary to this provision shall be vold.” 
It is the clear intent of the Constitu- 
tion, as unmistakably indicated in 
this extract, that any and all indebted- 
ness incurred by a municipality shall 
be pald by a general tax, bearing in 
equal ratio upon all assessed pr. pet. 
This plan is manifestly just; for any 
property acquired ty a city belongs to 
all the inhabitants¢thereof, and 
as a matter of equity be pald for by 
a general tax, not by a epecial tax 
upon «a limited number of intabitants. 
For these reasons, as is well known, 
The Times has maintained that the 
money for the payment of principal end 
interest of the water bonds should be 
derivell from a general tax, ag pro- 
vided in the State Constitution, in- 
stead of paying the indebtedness, as 
has been proposed, entirely out of the 
water revenue fund. The ordinance 
authorizing the water bonds complied 
with the requirements of the Consti- 
tution by providing for an interest and 
sinking fund to be raised by a general 
tax to be levied and collected “annu- 
ally, each year, until such bonds are 
paid, or until there shall be a sum in 
the treasury of said city set apart for 
that purpose sufficient to meet all sums 
coming due for principal and interest 
on such bonds.” It is claimed that this 
latter clause is authorized by a State 
law which permits the Council to 
waive the requirement of the Consti- 
tution relative to the annual tax, When- 
ever there is in the treasury, at the 
time of the annual tax-levy, a sum 
set apart for the purpose sufficient to 
pay such principal and interest on the 
bonds as will come due before the time 
for fixing the next general tax levy. 
As this statutory provision apparently 
does not conform to the letter of the 
Constitution, it may be considered of 
at least doubtful validity, although the 
constitutional requirement is ‘doubtless 
satisfied, in spirit, when provision is 
made in another way for the payment 
of the annual installments of principal 
and interest. 


The proposed charter amendment 
(number two) leaves it optional with 
the Council to pay the principal and 
interest of the water bonds out of the 
water revenue fund (if there be su- 
client money in the fund for that pur- 
pose.) or to provide for such payment 
by general annual tax. The Board of 
Water Commissioners, however, is 
empowered in the same proposed 
amendment so to fix the water rates 
“as to produce a revenue sufficient only 
for the purpose of defraying the neces- 
sary expenses of conducting the Water 
Department, of operating the water- 
works, and of making all current and 
ordinary extensions, betterments and 
repairs, and for no other purpose.” 4s 
the board cannot fix the water rates 
without the approval of the Council, 
it is evident that there is ground for 
a clash, or a possible deadlock, between 
the Council and the board, should the 
one body insist upon paying the prin- 
cipal and interest on the water bonds 
out of the water revenues, while the 
other insisted upon providing for these 
payments by general tax. 

It is to be regretted that the pro- 
posed amendment did not make manda- 
tory the payment of the water bonds, 
principal and interest, by general tax, 
as clearly directed by the State Con- 
stituton, and as is required by every 
consideration of justice and good busi- 
ness policy. But it does not close the 
door to this plan of procedure. Under 
this amendment, if it be approved by 
the people, the Council can make full 
provision for the interest and sinking 
fund in the annual tax levy, leaving 
the water revenue fund intact, to be 
used solely for (1) the maintenance of 
the water system; (2) the making of 
necessary extensions of the service; and 


and betterments as may be needed for 
the efficiency and adequacy of the sys- 
tem. Such expenditure of the water 
revenue funds would meet with little 
or no objection, although the only ex- 
pense which is unequivocally charge- 
able against the water revenue fund is 
the cost of maintenance. Water con- 
sumers, however, will het object to pay- 
ing the cost of betterments and exten- 
sions, as well as of maintenance, if they 
are not also required to pay the pur- 
chase cost of the entire system. This 
would be an injustice against which 
they might properly protest. 

If the water bonds be paid wholly 
by general tax, as they should be paid, 
it will undoubtedly be found prac- 
ticable, in the near future, to reduce 
water rates to consumers considerably 
below the present figures. ‘lhe peopie 
have a right to all the benefits to be 
obtained from municipal ownership, 
hence the water rates should be made 


as low as possible without redudjng 
the water revenues below prac- 
ticable limits. 

It will be well for voters, therefore, 
to support Charter Amendment No. 
2. It is an sxcellent measure, 
on the whole, and will doubtless in- 


sure a safe and business-like conduct 
of the municipal Water Department.

THE POLICE COURT. 


Legiess Piano Player Held on Felony 
Charge for Stabbing Young Sailor 
Who Tried to Butt into a Private 
Party—Blind Park Spieler Resents 
Sympathy. 


An innocent trangression of the un- 
written rocial amenities has caused 
more gossip, 
than had King Edward snu»ted J. 
Plerpont Morgan. 

One, Joe View, did not know that 
the way to break into exclusive cir- 
cles on Alameda street is with a 
club, Consequently he was literally 
cut with a knife by E. M. Campbell. 
There are only 398 members of the 
upper set in the half- world now, for 
View is wounded and scarred, 
Campbell is in the shadow of 
State's prison. The hole -wretched 
story of the results of ill-breeding was 
told before Justice Morgan in the Po- 
ce Court yesterday, before a naughty- 
looking bunch of slum dwellers. 

The trouble occurred in the “mus c“ 
room of the Basket saloon last Mon- 
day night. Campbell has both legs 
cut off below the knees, and he is the 
Bohemianesque genius who pouads 
rag-time out of the piano. View is a 
big, wide-eyed, untutored sallor boy, 
who tarried in Southern California to 
help Senator Clark out with 
transcontinental railway. 

Monday night Campbell and another 

“gent” were holding a dainty soiree 
with two “ladies” in the back room. 
There was music and liquor and chat. 
View butted in while tne musicale 
was at its most enjoyable stage, and 
asked to be allowed to join in. The 
celebrants could not see him at first, 
but he was insistent, and the conversa- 
tlon became unparliamentary. Accord- 
ing to all the testimony, View made 
the mistake of taking too long 0 
apologize for his intrusion. He de- 
cleared he meant no harm so many 
times that the people changed their 
minds about pardoning him. 
Campbell, with great gallantry, chal- 
lenged View to mortal combat, but the 
big sajlor said: Tou can't hand me 
no hing; you're a cripple.” View 
Started to go, but Campbell hopped off 
his stool, saying: “I'll show vou 
whether I can or not,” and made after 
the other with an open knife in his 
hand. View jumped around the little 
room to get away from the enraged 
cripple, but could not avoid being 
slashed across the abdomen.

He pu on no 
witnesses in his own defense, and 
Md not even tell his own story of the 
stabbing affray. Justice Morgan 
held him to answer to the Superior 
Court on the charge of assault with 
a deadly weapon, which is a peniten- 
tiary offense. He went back to jail 
in default of $700 cash bail.

INJURED BY ELECTRICITY. 
Little Robert Moffitt Has Both Hands 
Severely Burned and Track-layer 
Charles Field is Knocked Out. 
Electricity numbered two victims 

yesterday, a boy and a man narrowly 

escaping dangerous injury or death. 

Robbie Moffitt, the little ten-year- 
old son of Willlam Moffitt, foreman 
for Ramish & Marsh, who lives at No. 
1259 Lake Shore avenue, suffered severe 
burns on the hands and was rendered 
unconscious near his home yesterday 
morning. A broken telephone wire had 
fallen across a live one, carrying a very 
heavy current to the ground. Young 
Moffitt innocently grasped the dangling 
wire while walking with another boy 
named Fritz Falck. 

The boy was thrown to the ground 
by the powerful current, and in his 
first struggles to get free grasped the 
wire with both hands. He was quickly 
rendered unconscious, and was lying on 
the ground at the mercy of the deadly 
juice when seen by Dr. William Dodge, 
who was driving past. The physician 
quickly secured a heavy block of wood, 
struck the wire from the boy's grasp, 
and carried him to the sidewalk. It 
took thirty minutes’ hard work before 
the suspended respiration was induced, 
after which the still-unconscious youth 
was removed to his home. 

Both of the little boy's hands are 
deeply burned his hair is singed and 
his forehead seared. The terrific 
shock to his nervous system is his 
worst injury, but he is expected to re- 
cover. The boy owes his life to the 
chance passing of Dr. Dodge, for con- 
tinuance of the shock a moment longer 
would have probably caused death. 

Charles Field, a member of the force 
of track-layers laying the line of the 
Pacifie Electric Railway on North Los 
Angeles street, was the second electri- 
cal victim, and he received his shock in 
a decidedly peculiar manner. To ex- 
tend a guiding line for the trench-dig- 
| gers he had driven steel stakes into 
the ground between commercial and 
First streets. To attach the cord he 
grasped one of these and instantly 
sank to the ground unconscious. Fel- 
low-workmen rushed to his assistance 
and found him apparently dying. He 
was taken to the Receiving Hospital, 
and treated by Dr. G. L. hiutchinson, 
the company's physician. He improved 
' quickly and it is not believed his in- 
| jury is permanent.

with flower gardens, the i.os Angeles 
County Poor Farm visibly resents the 
incongruity af its name, for it is rich in 
all the beauties of semi-tropical ver- 
dure, rich in the productiveness of its 
orchards and fields, and rich in the 
great permeating joy of life that trem- 
bles in every leaf and flower, transmit- 
ting the influence of its buoyancy into 
human hearts. grown weary, dicpirited 
and restless. 

The farm, which comprises 359 acres, 
and is valued at $43,900, is con lucted «4 
practical as well as scientific nes. Li 
is the idea of the management to pro- 
duce a sufficiency of meat, milk, butter, 
eggs and vegetables for use at both 
the County Hospital and County Poor 
Farm. There is no intention of going 
into extensive agriculture for financial 
profit, because such an arrangement 
would bring pauper labor into compett- 
tion with the farmers. The aim is to 
make the farm sustain itself, also to 
make it one of the beauty spots of 
Southern California. 

The efforts to beautify have sue- 
ceeded well, for no city park was ever 
more inviting or conducive of com- 
fort than the grounds that surround 
the buildings. Magnificent palms and 
evergreens add dignity to the place, 
and form retreats for myriads of song 
birds. Hundreds of immense eucalyptus 
trees lines the driveway. their huge, 
bared trunks standing stately like Ro-

bursting into laughter, their graceful

with the sunshine. Ornamental trees 
and shrubs are everywhere, and emer- 
ald lawns form soft carpets for weary 
feet. Benches are scattered about in 
the tree shadows, even finding their 
way into the orange orchard. 

leading from the railroad station to 
the group of brick buildings that en- 
sconce the last earthly resting place 
of the county poor, is a heautiful 
twelve- foot walk about a quarter of a 
mile in length. It is lined on one side 
by a high cypress hedge, while on the 
other side is a tow border of Ulies, 
shadowed by a row of picturesque 
palms. Overtopping all are waving eu- 
calyptus branches, and just beyond the 
palms is the orange orchard, loaded 
with golden fruit. and aromatic with 
the fragrance of its blogedms. 

Hundreds of tired souls have walked 
slowly and painfully over this path- 
way, the great arief in their hearts 
blinding their eyes to its beauties. Had 
their purses been lined with gold, and 
their prospective haven some hospitable

ALL WHITE ENS CHICKENS. 

In an immense inclosure, outlined by 
a whitewashed fence, are $00 chickens, 


uniformly white in color. There are 
a large number of incubators, and 
everything is propitious for the pro- 
motion and comfort of chicken aris- 


tocracy. The flock is presided over by 
a dignified old man, who receives a sal- 
ary of $2.50 a month. 

There are ninety-four cows, and it is 
interesting to be at the barn when 
they march in to dinner. There are 
long lines of stalis, and «a human being 
wowld be puzzled to designate his own 
unlabeled piace, but withour the sicht- 
est hesitation or confusion, there ani- 
mals place their heads between the 
bars that partition their ind vidual 
managers and proceed with their meal of 
silage. The Cattle are fed almost ex lu- 
sivelv on silage, which !s corn in a 
fermented state. When the corn is 
green, it is cut and gate packed in 
silo tanks: both stalks and ears being 
utilized There are five of these 
tanks on the farm, each thirty tus 
feet high. and each having a canacity 
of 150 tons The corn 
the tanks by means of an elerator, and 
after being thoroughly packed, i« left 
to ferment. It is the cheapest kind of 
food, the average cost being $1.75 a 
ton.

everything is as immaculately crisp and 
primly conventional as in a city man- 
sion. At the windows that overlook 
the peautiful grounda, the old ladies sit 
and rock and meditate. Some are al- 
ways busy Knitting and sewing, or tend. 
ing a little garden plat that has been 
set aside for them. 

The home buildings are all of brick, 
and are valued at $24,000. The women's 
ward is located about 4 feet from that 
of the men, and the cooking is ali 
done in the larger building. When the 
meals are ready, one of the inmates 
loads provisions enough for the women 
into a covered cart, and heels it to 
their establishment, where it is ar- 
ranged on tables and served. A mentally 
deficient man, who is partial to going 
barefoot, divides the honors of trans 
portation with a little old man with 
White whiskers. Dinner usually con- 
sists of soup, meat, potatoes, bread, cot. 
fee and honey, while breakfast and sup. 
per are equaily palatable and are served 
in abundant quantities. It is customary 
to serve the food on platters, each plat. 
ter to accomodate four people, and 
some complaints have been made by the 
inmates because they have to “hustle” 
to get their share, for the strongest and 
fastest eaters always vin in the gusta 
tory race, leaving the weaker in the 
lurch. 

Inside the buildings are an abundance 
of fire extinguishers, while the outer 
Walls are veined with fire cscapes, but 
it would be a difficult thing, even in 
time of calm. for the old and crippled 
patients to descend these aeriat lad- 
ders.

During the Past Five Years the Num- 
ber Has Amounted to Only Seventy- 
three—-Low Criminal Record. 

[New York Sun “The recent l- 
demic of homicites in New York, where 
murder hes been of almost daily or- 
currence. serves to show how few cf 
these fatalities happen in Washing- 
ton in a year.” said a headquarters 
detective sergeant this morning. “Five 
years ago there were eighteen honi- 
cides in the District. nire from tr 
ture of the skull, five from gunshot 
wounds, two from stabbing. one from 
strangulation and one from brain 
wounds. There were no instances of 
capital punishment that vear. 

The following year thera were fif« 
teen case ‘of homicide, of which two

were from fracture of the skull. one 
from a wound in the throat, three from 
five from guns wounds,

“During the fiscal year of 1989-1990 
there were also fifteen homicides and 
two executions. During the year 1999. 
1901 the number of homicides fell to 
nine, af which five were from gunshot 
wounds and three from stabbirg, while 
there were two executions. 

“During the fiscal vear ended June 


30, 1902, the number of homicides in- 
creased to sixteen. about the yearly 
average, of which there were eight 
from gunshot wounds and five from 
stabbing. 

“It will be seen. from these brief 


figures that during the past five years 
there have been but seventy-three 
homicides in the District. The ever- 
ready pistol or gun was responsible 
for twenty-three of these killings and 
the handy knife or razor for thirteen, 
with one year missing as to the de- 
tailed cause of death. 

“Of course, a great many of there 
| case were not of deliberate. premedi- 
tated murder, as is instanced by the 
few executions. Many of them fell 
within the first. second and third 4 
gree of homicide, and the culprite were 
punished by penitentiary § sentences. 
while in a few instances justifiable 
homicide or killing in self-defense was 
proved. 

“The average number of homicides 
in the District is shown to be about 
fifteen annually. This average is very 
emall when it is remembered that our 
population approximates over 200. 
people. In these affrays. as well as in 
the Instances of where the death pen- 
alty has been administered, the records 
show that the proportion of partie 
pants among the eolored race ig 
largely in excess of the white. 

“These figures tend to substantiate 
the claim that Seon is a city 
where peace and quiet obtain. and 
that the lawless element is proportfon- 
ately less here than in other large cane 
ters of popuiation. In other matters 
of police record a like low proportion 
of offenses may be shown. in brief. 
from juvenile offenses to capital crimes 
our records show that we have less in 


proportion to our population than in 
other cities. 

“While these results may be gc 
counted for in various ways, one is 
that we have fewer hard characters 
and criminals to deal with. Idleness 


begets crime, and the co: ve? loafer and 
saloon bum are not in evidence here 
so conspictiously as in other cities,”

“Already. a fortnight.pefore its met- 
ropolitan production, the play and the 
players are being effusively praised on 
one side, and reundly denounced on the 
other. 

“The sleek Pharisee sees no good In 
it. The churchman discusses t sagely, 
and likes it, or dislikes it, according 
to his individual point of view. The 
critic contempletes its dramatic value. 
The worldling attends in search of a 
new sensation, and | am afraid oc- 
casionally yawns. 

“The story is the biblical) one, and 
presumably the greatest er told. 
There is no apparent sacrilege in the 
performance or lack of archeological 
effectiveness in the presentation. al- 
though !t gives to a profound and awe- 
inspiring subject an easy familiarity 
that, whatever our faith or creed, we 
do not always care to have prevail. 
One doesn't «like to look at sacred 
things in a commercial way. It 
doesn't appear quite the thine to eet 
a view of Calvary, the Garden of Geth- 
semane or the twelve apostles for $2 
or $1.50 a seat. with matinées Wednes- 
days and Saturdays. 

“And while there may be no lack of 
nobility—a possible inspiration even on 
the part of the stage people—the idea 
in itself is not precisely a subject for 
theatrical treatment. 

“And yet, why not. if we are domi- 
nated by « capable intelligence? But 
are we? That is the question. 

“The drama opens jn the gorgeous 
home of the beautiful courtesan, Mary 
of Magdala—a palace seated in the 
heart of Jerusalem. Mary's sweet- 
heart. for the time being. ts the rude, 
dark-browed Hebrew patriot. Judas 
Tscariot. She dismisses her other 
flotous admirers, for she expects him. 
He comes, and excitedly tells her he 
has seen and followed a preacher. a 

phet of a new faith. whose name 

Jesus (Judas is a magnificent stage 
creation, superbly acted by Tyrone 
Power. a fitting companion for Mrs. 
Fieke's coldly intellectual abilities.) 

“Mary's curiosity is aroused. 
wants to see this strange man. and 
young Fiavius, nephew of Pontius 
Pilate, invites her to his house, so she 
can look on the Nazarene. who dally 
preaches in the adjoining garden. She 
goes. and looking upon the face of the 
Christ, is so deeply impressed that she 
concludes to give uo her life of in- 
famous pleasure, and forever after fol- 
low the Master. 

“The high priests, alarmed at the 

wing power of the new preacher. 
rmulate a plan to seize Him, and 
Mary's passionate penitence, 
threaten her with death under the law 
unless she will betray the newcomer. 
She refuses, when Judas. who has been 
led to hope that through the Prophet 
his race will be delivered from Roman 
bondage. ie worked upon. He is bit- 
terly disappointed to find that the 
Nazarene will not break the shackles 
of the degraded Jews, but instead 
preaches the gentle doctrine, ‘Love 
thine enemies.’ Judas, in flerce resent- 
ment. finally betrave the Master. 

Then voung Flavius—after Christ has 
been given over for execution—seeks 
out Mary and offers to save the con- 
demned through Pontius Pilate if Mary 
will give herself to him. Mary con- 
siders, and finally declines. Then 
Christ (whom we never see) Is exe- 
cuted. 

The concluding act shows the hill of 


| Calwary in the midst of a teffific storm. 
Mary descends from the heights, dis- 


tracted with agony, and Judas, over- 
come with remorse, goes out and kills 
himeelf. The high priests declare Mary 
to be mad and want her imprisoned. 
Flaviug and his soldiers protect her. 
Simon then tells Mary that the Naza- 
rene, dying on the cross, said He would 
rise again, and Mary. in an ecstasy of 
hope, declares her faith, and the cur- 
tain falls. 

I think it le a play to shatter faith, 
for it makes a great subject common- 
place. It brings down to the modern 
level that which is, or has been, con- 
sidered exaited and superiatively fine.

“How about 
Friday night’ You have failed to an- 
nounce a play for that night.’ he 
asked. “Well you see, said the man- 
ager. “that is Good Friday. and Miss 
Anderson never plays on that night 
And then he added in a spirit of per- 
siflage. “The Po won't allow her to 
show on Good Gay That night 
Stetson wired Pope's Theater, St. Louis, 
the following: “Can Mary Anderson 
play my house Friday night? Pope 
answered, “Yes; I have no objection.” 
and Stetson called to his manager that 
he had better insert a programme for 
that night in the ad. as his friend 
Pope said it was all right.

Caine and Converted Roma. 


This time Mr. Hall Caine has put his 
foot in it with a vengeance, says the 
New York Sun. The comparison which 
he made at a dinner in Philadelphia 
last week with regard to the Enelish 
and American productions of The 
Eternal City” are not at all calculated 
to endear him to either the Liebler 
company. who produced the American 
version of hig play. or to his star. Mies 
Viola Allen. In this speech Mr. Caine 
admits frankly that from a scenic 
point of view the American production 
could not be compared for a moment 
to Beerbohm Tree's, while all that he 
could find kind to say of Miss Allen's 
per*ermance was that he had a great 
pervonal admiration for her and con- 
sidered her one of the hardest workers 
he had ever known. Now, for a man 
who can be as enthusiastic about any- 
thing concerning himself as Mr. Caine 
can, when the spirit moves him, these 
few succinct remarks sound rather Uke 
curdied encomiums. As a matter of 
fact,. Mr. Caine for once in his life. is 
said to have lost his temper when he 
saw the havoc which had been 
wrought in the plot of his play by his 
yielding to Miss Allen's demands and 
making Roma a pure woman. This 
sudden and wholly unnatural metamor. 
phosis of the fair, but frail Roma 
simply knocks the plot higher than a 
cocked hat.

The Strain That Kills, 


Grateful as the public must be for 
the sumptuous investitures which our 
foremost players now give to their pro- 
ductions of new works and revivals of 
classics, it is a question whether this 
affluent tendency is not defeating the 
prime intention of the stage—which is 
good acting. 

Within the st ten days six players 
who personally direct the preparation 
and mounting of dramas in which they 
appear—are, in a word, their own stage 
managers—have been driven to the 
verge of rental colic >*e by the strain 
of this work. 

In the case of Miss Marlowe the 
collapse is temporarily complete, a: i 
necessitates her retirement from the 
stage for at least a month. 

Mr. Mansfield was near to nervous 
prostration on the night of the initial 
performance of his revival of “Julius 
Caesar” at the Grand Opera House. 
The next night he felt even worse, 
and only his indomitable will and su- 
perb physique pulled him through. 

Mme. Duse overworked herself in 
Boston as a result of looking person. 
ally to the material details of rehears- 
ing and stage managing an extensive 
repertory. 

re. Campbell met a similar fate in 
New York from similar causes, and had 
to miss a performance. 

Miss Blanche Walsh worked so hard 
over giving the finishing touches to 
“The Daughter of Hamilcar” that she, 
too, went under. 

On the opening night of “Mary of 
Magdala at the Grand, Mrs. Fiske 
fell far short of doing herself com- 
plete justice, and in the first act of 
the play was 80 nervous that she was 
amateurish. Her managers said in ex- 
tenuation that it was because she had 
overworked herself in connection with 
the preparations for the play. 

Meanwhile. the art of acting, which 
is after all the essential business with 
all these people, suffered at their 
hands. Gorgeous and painstaking pro- 
ductions are all very fine, but if, hav. 
ing them. we cannot have acting that 


carries the stamp of authority and 


conviction with it, let us curb our 
lust for stage pictures and encourage 
our players to lavish more of their 
time and energy upon their delinea- 
tions of character.

It is said that Diocie- 
tian destroyed the chemical books of 
the Egyptians lest they become rich 
and capable of resisting Rome, and 
the theory has been advanced that 
the “golden fleece” of the Argonauts 
was a treatise written on parchment 
touching the making of gold. Greek

centuries, from. the fifth to the f- 
teenth. and was communicated by 
them to the Arabs after the conquest 
of Egypt in the seventh century. AI- 
chemy was diligently studied by Ital- 
ian, French, German and English

In an age wien men of talent and 
culture reiied upon tradition and sup- 
ported the dectrine of transmutation 
imposters were bound to flourish.

France at that time was terribly bur- 
dened with the taxes necessary to sup- 
port both King and cardinal and it ts 
not surprising. in view of the preva- 
lence of alchemic superstition, that the 
minister should grasp at what prom- 
ised to ben measure of relief and a 
perennia! and unlimited source of 
wealth. Dubois agreed io perform his 
“great work in the presence of the 
King. the Queen, the court and the 
cardinal at the Louvre. and his confi- 
dence in his own legerdemein is evi- 
denced by his asking that some one te 
specially appointed to watch him. This 
duty was imposed on St. Armour, a 
member of the King’s bodyguard. Then 
with due solemnity two musket ba'ls 
were placed in a crucible together wit 
a small quantity of the “powder of 
projection,” the whole covered with 
cinders, and the fire built up to the 
proper pitch. When Dubois said the 
transmutation was accomplished the 
King himeelf plied the bellows so vig- 
orously in biowing off the ashes that 
he filled the eyes of the Queen and 
the courtiers, but they were relieved a 
few minutes later when a lump of vir- 
gir gold was erposed to view, 

The King in his joy, hugged Dubois 
to his bosom, ennobled him and up- 
pointed him president of the treasury. 
Blondeau was made a privy coun- 
cillor, Father Joseph Was promised a 
cardinal'’s hat, and St. Armour was 


given 8000 livres. The King could af-

: HE other day. as we were strolling

a moment we were dazed into 
uhcomprehendingness: then, when the 
fill richness of the thine had had time 
‘to filter through our consciousness, we 
@legraced ourselves and estonished the 
-epectators of our actions by laughing 
,“vight gut in meeting.” Our glee and 
the direction of our glance drew other 
leyes to the sign, and we were glad, 
or the sake of modern appreciation, 
te see Some smilies as a result; but the 
imajority looked stonily up,  stonily 
‘awey. evidently utterly unable to find 
the cause of our unseemly merriment. 
'Whereat we laughed the more—and 
then began to think. 

What a funny age it is' We have lost 
our barbers in “tonsorial artiSte,” our 
livery stables in “carriage repositories,” 
and now we are to have no more 
‘Builders, we suppose, but only “erect- 
ore.” it is ridiculous, of course; but, 
‘afier all, how innocent, how guileless, 
don entirely childlike! We used to 
consider it the province of children to 
gay. Lets pretend,” and straightway 
become, by the simple magie of an 
uttered word, kings or queens or even 
-horses or lions or other things which 
Pleased their fancy; but of late the 
"grown-ups have seriously adopted the 
‘game idea. They, too, think that all is 
‘tn the word and name, that dignity lies 
‘im the term and not the fact. It is very 
‘funny: it is very innocent. Really 
touching in its simplicity 
and guileleseness; but in certain 
of ite aspects it is a little irritat- 
ing. too, for it is at once the outcome 
and the encouragement of the intense 
Seriousness with which the age takes 
Net. Bo completely has it lost the 
eaving sense of humor that it has at- 
tained not onty the innocence, but the 
Gelf-deception of the child. For the 
child, calling itself a lion, straightway 
becomes one in its own thoyght; it is 
entirely serious. even though it may 
all the matter play, So with the 
present age, except that it does not 
even see, as does the child, that there is 
in the matter any aspect of “play” 
whatever; it accepts itself as entirely 
justified in its own estimate, and it 
demands that all others shall do the 
same. It does not indeed take the tack 
of.the child in pretending to be that 
which it clearly is not, at least in out- 

form; but it pretends, without 
being aware that it is pretending, that 
cértain conventions add to its dignity, 
individual and general—and straight- 
way the builder becomes the erector. 
We could not put it more plainly to 

who are capable of understand- 
img. though we wrote until the rising 
of a blue moon. 

Now, it may fairly be objected that 
with this aepect of the age we have 
nothing to do in this column, where 
literature and not philosophy is sup- 
posed to reign; but there is a literary 
aspect of the matter also, and this may 
plead our excuse for introducing the 
subject of the seriousness of this age. 
This mingling of play and gravity is 
@iacernibie in literature as otherwhere, 

even more piainiy in some ways. 
ven as the builder has called himseif 
an erector and thereby gained—as he 
thinks, and perhaps correctiy—in dig- 
nity and worth in the eyes of the 
many-headed, so the nov@ist once said 
to himself, “Go to, now; I will call 
myself a teacher and not a novelist,” 
and he did so, and now look at the re- 
sult. Lacking the saving sense of 
humor—which is entirely wanting to 
our age--and taking himself most se- 
Tiously a8 a natural consequence, the 
nevelist no sooner calls himself a 
teacher than he forgets that he has 
used the term merely for his greater 
honor in the eyes of men and begins 
to believe that he has adopted it as 
deacriptive of his real part in the world. 
fhether, when the builder has be- 
come an erector, there will be a change 
in hig methods and res#its of building 
we cannot tell; but we are strongly in- 
«lined, having regard to the serious- 
ness of this, our time, to believe that 
there will come an appreciable differ- 
ence in the architecture of our cities. 
An erector cannot afford to erect such 
a class of structures as a mere bullder 
might well build; he must be as preten- 
tious as nis business title, or he loses 
the respect which he has gained by the 
adoption of that title, both from the 
world and himself. Do we not know 
the vast difference between a fiddler 
end a violinist’ And, now, as a conse- 
quence, there are no fiddlers left. But 
has our music improved? 

We do ung think that it has. Nor 
do we think that the self-transforma- 
thon of the novelist into a teacher of 
men hae worked any improvement in 
eur fiction. On the contrary, it has 
notwithstanding the pretensions of the 
realists—changed it from a natural:and 
epontaneous thing into one artificial 
end carefully considered, as tending to- 
ward an important point of progress. 
From a cheerful, natural, joyous and 
irresponsible fiction, taking what path 
it pleased and stopping where it listed 
to gather the flowers it spied or to 


passer-by; but possibly ours would not. 


@port in the sunny fields that bordered | 


the way, we have a prim, sedate, grave, 
Serious fiction, that walks its narrow 
path with ecstatic eyes fixed upon the 
distance, as seeing there some super- 
mundane goal which is not visible to 
the aight of a mere mortal thing, but 
is granted to the vision of the Teacher— 


with as large a capital Tas the eve 
can compass. Once if Was the fun 
tion of-fiction to play: now it is its duty 
to work. And all because of the se- 


riousness of our age. 
would have it, because Hatton as out 
grown its childhoo!l, in which play 
was a thing natura’, and has now taken 
un those things which become man's 
estate; were ti so, we might forgive 
the result for the merit of the thoucht. 
No, it is that fiction has begun to take 
iteelf_ seriously, has determined, en- 
tirely in the e#pirit of the present time, 
that it has a “mission,” as the drama 
has aleo of late discovered.

these things that have missions we 
may well pray to be defended, if we 
have not ourselves ost our eanity.

exclaim, with half- tolerant amusement, 
in the words of Praed: 


“Great Caesar! what a sweet young ass 
I must heve been when adolescent!“ 


It is to be hoped so, for the sake of 
the sanity of our children’s children: 
but at present there are no signs of 
such righteous self-estimate, and we 
continue to take ourselves with the 
utmost seriousness and to believe that 
thus we actually become of worth and 
weight. 't is not so, any more than the 
builder has changed his status» by 
calling himself an erector; yet it has {ts 
subjective effect, too, as we have tried 
to show. The pity of it is that the et- 
fect is not more admirable. 

We are hooted at, we pessimists of 
letetrs; we are told that never was nut- 
erature upon such a high plane as now, 
that never was there such a high ev- 
erage of genius. Let it be 80, if so it 

leases the populace and the critics: 

ut at least grant us our regrets for 
the days when we were not compelled 
seriously, when 
there was possibility of Me and litera- 
ture that claimed no worth but that 
intrinsic, claimed no influence but to 
make others happy. even to amuse. 
Grant us our regrets for the days when 
the builder was not an erector, when 
the actor was not a moral preacher, 
when the novelist was not a teacher of 
humanity, when things were themselves 
quite simple and pretended to be noth- 
ing else. We had a ratwre then, too, 
though it may be rd for the pres- 
ent generation to belleve it; we had 
novels that were worth the readince. 
We did not have your Tolstoys and 
your Hardys and your Zo!as and your 
Wards; but we have our Dickens and 
our Thackerays and our Reades and our 
Eliots, and we were content in our 
folly. We were entirely satisfied that 
our houses should be bullt and not 
erected; we found them perfectly com- 
fortable and even comely. Will the 
present age lay its hand upon its se- 
rious heart and swear that it finds its 
structures the same as we did our 
buildings? Wherein lies a parable, lit- 
erary as well as ethical and philosoph- 
ical. 

Pioneer Battles. 


The indefatigability of Cyrus Town- 
send Brady is so stupendous that we 
are tempted to think of him as pos- 
sessing as many arms as Briareus and 
incessantly writing with a pen in each 
hand. He has long since surpassed the 
feeble efforts of such men as Lang and 
Crockett and Crawford, and is winning 
in a canter in the race for champion- 
ship in fecundity. The latest of his 
books to fall into our hands—we dare 
not say “the latest of his books to be 
published,” since the work in question 
was issued fully two weeks ago—is 
called “Border Fights and Fighters,” 
and we have read it three times; the 
first time, to become acquainted with 
it; the second, to be sure whether it 
was meant for adult or juvenile read- 
ers; the third, to find out why it was 
written at all. We may incidentally 
remark that we were entifely success- 
ful in the first effort and measurabiy 
so in the second. 

The volume, as we take it, is meant 
for adults. We are not led “to this 
conclusion by the maturity of its style, 
which, to say truth, is very puerile, but 
by the fact that we do not think that 
juvenile readers would ever get be- 
yond the first page. On the other hand, 
boys might overlook the crudities of 
grammar and rhetoric of which the 
book is full; so there remains a doubt 
in our mind. Apart from these crudi- 
ties, the puerility of the style of the 
work—which claims historic place and 
methods—may be judged from a typi- 
cal instence of statement. The sec- 
ond of its narratives deals with 
“Brady, Chief of the Rangers. a 
it tells, among other hair-raising epi- 
sodes, how Brady one day escaped from 
the Indians by making a desperate 
jump. Then it goes on: 1 

“He cleared the river and struck the 
bank on the other side a few feet be- 
low the edge and scrambled up it just 
as the first pursuer appeared. 

Brady. said the man, ‘make damn 
good jump. Indian no try.“ 

How charmingly historical! Who 
heard the man say this? To whom 
did Je say it? Why, being an Indian, 
did he soliloquize in-bfoken English? 
Did Brady tell the speech as part of 
the incident’? and did he make steno- 
graphic notes of all that was said dur- 
ing the chase? Or does the Rev. Mr. 
Brady claim plenary inspiration as his 
warrant for reporting such unwit- 
nessed incidents with such minuteness 
of detail? And does such stuff as this 
really get itself sold to men of average 
intellect, and is it by them accepted 
as history’? Here be questions. 

Mr. Brady tells us of many ofthe chief 
border battles of our history, and he 
tells them in a manner more or less 
interesting and impressive of correct- 
ness of detail—rather less than more. 
He cails the battle of King’s Moun- 
tain, “for originality of conception, 
boldness of execution, and success in 
completion, among the most pictures- 
que battles of the world.” It was a 
very hard-fought struggle, in mob 
style, between a few men on each side 
— perhaps two thousand in all; in com- 
parison to the great battles of the worid 
it stands on about the same plane as 
did the affair at Falling Waters dur- 
ing the war between the States. Rut 
then Mr. Brady must magnify his 
work, if not his calling, so that he 
may impress his readers with its value. 
On the other hand, his accounts of the 
fights and massacres of the Alamo and 
Goliad are remarkably weak and read 
like the effort of an unpracticed writer, 
Untrained Mr. Brady may indeed be; 
but unmpracticed he certainly is not. 

We fail, after the most careful ex- 
amination, to find any reason that we 
should commend the book, seve that 
it is well illustrated. We prefer to 
wait another week for Mr. Brady's next 
work before recommending our readers 
to buy the book for this reason, since 
that next work may possibly—we are 
doubtful, though—justify the tllustra- 
tions.

Hillis’s new book, “Faith and Char- 
acter,” is headed, “What Is It to Be 


A Christian?” and there is a subhead | 


which defines the paper as “An inguiry 


now that the critical era has passed | 
by and the old faith must be restated.” | 


This sub-title strikes us as holding 
an assumption which is el 
prejudice many thinkers against the 
work. Cafi it be said that the critical 
era.has passed by? Surely not. It is 
true that certain phases of criticism — 
the more savage attacks for the sake 
of attack, the criticism that is in- 
tended to be destructive, that looks 
only to one end and finds its founda- 
tion in prejudice—ma¥ be done with 
forever: we hope so. But the spirit 
of criticism is still abroad and ace 
tively so: and it will never be laid un. 
til the advocates of Christianity them- 
selves abandon argument and content 
themselves with assertion and proof 
by result. 

Again, it may be a question whether 
there is any need of restating the old 
faith. it may even De a question 
whether the faith is capable of being 
stated at all. whether it ie not sa en- 
tirely inward in its processes and ef- 
fects that it is not susceptible of out- 
ward presentation save by advice or 
trial. This may seem somewhat of a 
splitting of hairs, since. of course, there 
is always existent a necessity for the 
statement of the tenets of a faith be- 
fore effect can be found: but there is 
none the less something in the objec- 
tion, and we even find Dr. Hillis him- 
self stating our objection from our own 
ground when he thus speaks of Peter 
and John when summoned by the 
words of Christ. “Follow me!” 

“Straighway they forsook all and 
followed Him. Now. from that mo- 
ment they were Christians. Yet they 
had no idea about an inspired Bible. 
because the New Testament was not 
written. They knew nothing-whatever 
about a creed, for theology had not vet 
taken its rise. They were pot faith- 
ful to a church, for the church was not 
yet organized; but they were faithful 
to Christ as a person. Therefore, they 
were Christians.” 

This seems to us to sum up the 
whole matter. But we should be un- 
just to Dr. Hillis if we did not say 
that this e the whole spirit of his 
work. He is a firm believer in the ex- 
perimental theory which was set forth 
by Christ Himself in the words, 
any man will do my will, he shall know 
of m doctrine, whether it be of God.” 
Dr. Hillis ts in the present work far 
more concerned with practice than 
with theory. He wishes men and 
women to be Christians in deed rather 
than word, and sets himself to show 
how this may best be accomplished. 
The book contains four papers, with 
the following titles: 
a Christian?” 
cuses That Stand Hesitant Pefore the 
Threshold of the Christian Life,“ 
Man's Need and Gods Lore; and 
“Soul Growth: Its Scope. Its Laws, 
and Its Divine Measurements.” These 
titles are in themselves so illuminating 
of the contents that they need no in- 
terpretation here. The papers form a 
sequent appeal for the .establishment 
of all that is best in the Christian life, 
for the living of the theory that is so 
often stated, so seldom realized. Dr. 
Hillis is almost passionately in earnest, 
and we think that his words are sure 
to be of benefit to all who believe that 
Christianity is the hope of the world, 
though he has no arguments to give 
to those who doubt. Tt is to those 
who hesitate or falter that he speaks: 
and to them his werds should bear a 


great and inciting value. X.

lish fleet. When it comes to the mater 
of the challenge races, Mr. Gabe is not 
avite so satisfactory. He gives us most 
of the matin facts, but his selection of 
ing or interesting: he fails, for am- 
ple. to chronicle such incidents as the 
sportamaniike behavior of Slr Richard 
Sutton when the Generta was fouled 
by the Puritan, or the puertle conduct 
of Lord Dunraven on the occasion of 
the last race of the Valkyrie III. Yet 
he has given us the most important de- 
tails of the record, so we must not 
complain. 

There are several clubs foreign to 
Great Britain described in the book, 
those of the Germans receiving ade- 
quate notice; but the narrative of Eng- 
lish and Irish vachting will take second 
place to that of American in the wel- 
come of readers on this continent. 
These stories of clubs and yachts and 
races are very interesting, as showing 
the development up to the present 
standard, as well as furnishipg not 
generally-known information concern- 
ing many matters of British yachting.

Good Humor. 


It is easier than it seems to do some- 
thing apparently new in humor, for the 
variations are so much more decided in 
appearance than in fact that they pro- 
duce the impression of originality, 
where they are in reality but depar- 
tures. This fact is exemplified in “Let- 
ters from a Self-made Merchant to His 
Sin,” by George Horace Lorimer. It 
can hardly be truthfully said that Mr. 
Lorimer has struck out a fresh line of 
American humor; yet the result is al- 
most the same as if he had done so The 
nature of the book may be judged from 
the somewhat lengthy sub-title, which 
informs us that the book contains “The 
letters written by John Graham, head of 
the house of Graham & Company, pork 
packers in Chicago, familiarly known 
on ‘Change as ‘Old Gorgon Graham,’ to 
his son, Pierrepont, fac°tiously known 
to his intimates as ‘Piszy.’” This 
rather comberous device dows not sug- 
gest lightness in the body of the book, 
and perhaps we should err in claiming 
this quality for it. But it is distinctly 
amusing. and it is also distinctly valu- 
able—not a very ordinary thing in 
humorous works, but in this perhaps 
more in evidence than is the humor it- 
self. For the book purports to contain 
letters of reprobation and advice from 
father to son, from the successful man 
to the youth just beginning his business 
career, and they hold, in pithy and 
often epigrammatic form, much sound 
and excellent advice. Indeed, some for 
its slang—an inevitable concomitant, We 
suppose—we should recommend the 
work as a very admirable one to place 
in the hands of the aspirant for busi- 
ness success; it would be far more 
likely to gain and hold his attention 


on the subject. 

Slangy the book is, and in this as- 
pect it does not appeal to us; but it is 
full of excellent humor of the “horse 
sense variety, and the apparent earn- 
estness of the old merchant who is sup- 
posed to write the letters covers a mul- 
titude of slang. The humor is rather 
uneven; at times, when betrayed into 
the relation of illustrative anecdotes, 
the head of the firm of Graham & Com- 
pany is rather dull; but when he is 
speaking from the depths of his own 
experience, he is almost always in- 
cisive, and genuinely humvrous. One 
can rdly open the book anywhere 
without his eye lighting upon some 
pungent sentence. We tried the experi- 
ment as we wrote, and here is what we 
read in the middle of the page: 

“There is nothing helps convince some 
men that a thing has merit like a little 
gold on the label. And it's pretty safe 
to bet that if a fellow needs a six or 
seven-syliabled word to describe his 
profession. he's a corn doctor when you 
come to look Him up in the dictionary. 
And then you'll generally find him in 
the back part of the book, where they 
tuck away the doubtful words.“ 

This is by no means a specimen of 
Mr. Lorimer at his best; but it serves 
to show the methods of the book. 
When the old merchant is thus putting 
into general application his quaint 
humor and sound sense, he is at his 
best, and is indeed a useful as well as 
a pleasant companion. 

Such humor as this may not be a 
rightful claimant to the title of wit. but 
it frequently serves a purpose which 
wit cannot serve, and Mr. Lorimer has 
succeeded in making it so in this case. 
If only for the sound business maxims 
and sense of the book, we would com- 
mend it, but the manner of presenta- 
tion not only renders these more pal- 
atable, but increases the audience 
which they will reach. The illustrations 
of the work are capital. Some-of our 
readers may be aware that the letters 
do not now reach the public for the 
first time, but this does not diminish 
their value, and the collection into book 
form has given them an added power of 
coherence and appeal. We ke them 
greatly.

Sweet Peggy. 

The name of Anthony Hope upon a 
novel causes those who admire the lit- 
erature of the day to lick their mental 
lips in anticipation of some succulent 
dainty of romance: but of late Mr. 
Hope Was taken to disappointing the 
hopes of his ancient admirers by writ- 
ing in a new style and strain. Very far 
indeed from the methods of “The 
Prisoner of Zenda” is Mr. Hope's lat- 
est work, “The Intrusions of Peggy: 
but neither is it of the style of 
Kings Mirror,” or “Quisante’’—for 
which, in the case of the latter book, 
we are thankful, though we think “‘The 
King's Mirror“ incomparably the finest 
writing ever done by its author. “The 
Intrusions of Peggy.’ to return to our 
more particular muttons, holds a mid- 
dle place in merit among he works of 
Mr. Hope. It has a quality which is 
not usual in his crisp and vigorous 
novels: it is vague and indeterminate. 
It does not even end, as do most of 
Mr. Hope's books; it stops dead, and 
that, too, in a manner to suggest that 
Peggy's creator has falle in love, 
Pygmalion-like, with his creation, and 
proposes to show us more of her life 
in another work. We hope that we err, 
for we are impressed neither by the 
charm of Pegey nor by the practica- 
bility of such revivals: but we fear that 
it will be. 

“The Intrusions of Peggy.” if it sug- 
gests any of the former work of its au- 
thor, suggests at times “The Dolly 
Dialogues: but its wit, though some- 
times present, is nowhere clear-cut and 
keen, as was the case in those dia- 
logues—as at first presented and not as 
afterward added to and harmed. Mr. 
Hope seems to be impressed with the 
fact that the occasional elusiveness of 
his wit in those dialogues constituted 
their main charm, and hence he has 
in the present work given us such 
elusiveness that frequently we are com- 
pelled to stop- in order that we may 
puzzle out the application of some wit- 
ticisam, which we recognize as a wit- 
ticism because the personages in the 
book evidently so regard it, but which 
we might otherwise pass over a8 a mere 
incomprehensibility. The effect of this 
sort of thing is not happy. since it 
forces upon us the belief that these 
people of Mr. Hope's were esoteric in 
knowledge and wit and were prodi- 
gies of comprehension, whereas, in most 
matters they are very commonplace in- 
deed. 

There are about the book signs of 
vacillation on the part of its author. 
Toward the last we find Peggy Ryle 
posing as the heroine; but it is not 
until half way through the book tha: 
she looms up as such a possibility. This 
may be Mr. Hope's artifice or possibly 
his art: but it is not of good effect, 
since all our interest has already gone 
out to Trix Trevaila and her adven- 
tures in London society.

lens has been selected, care should he 
taken that the frames are carefully 
adjusted by a competent optician, as 
oftentimes improperly-fitted frames de- 
stroy all the benefit that would have 
resulted from the glasses — [A. B. Nor- 
ton in the November Atlantic.

HEN EDGAR ALLAN POE 
RECITED “THE RAVEN.” 


“I became acquainted with Mr. 
during his last visit to Richmond 
1849, at Duncan Lodge, 
our mutual friend, Mrs. Jane Mac- 
kenzie, and of Poe's sister. Rosalie.” 
says Dr. John F. Carter in a paper in 
Lippincott's Magazine for November, 
on the American poet's laft night in 
Richmond. 

“It was at Mrs. Mackenzie's that I 
first heard Poe recite, at her request, 
‘The Raven’ and ‘Annabel Lee,’ only 
the family being present. From an 
unusually lively mood he lapsed at 
once into a manner, expression, and 
tone of voice of gloomy and almost 
weird solemnity. gazing as tf on 
something invisible to others, and never 
changing his position until the recita- 
tion was concluded. ft happened that 
he had just before requested of Mrs. 
Mackenzie the loan of a sum of money. 
which request she was for the time un- 
able to comply with: and she now said 
to him ‘Edgar, what do vou think of 
giving a public recital of those poerns? 
It would obabiy prove a financiai 
success.’ The result was that about a 
week later there appeared.in the city 
papers a notice that a certain even- 
ing the poet would give a recitation of 
his own two favorite poems in the Ex- 
change concert room, tickets to be had 
at a certain bookstore. Over two hun- 
dred of these were printed, the charge 
of admission being fifty cents each. 

“On the appointed evening I. then a 
young man of 24. accompanied Mrs. 
Julia Mayo Cabell and another lady, 
both warm personal friends of Poe 
from his childhood, to the place of the 
proposed recitation. We arrived some 
moments after the appointed time, and, 
to ovr surprise, found, instead of a full 
audience, but nine persons assembled, 
we, together with the usher, making 
utirteen in number Some time elapsed 
before Poe made his appearance, when 
he took his place on the platform, 
bowed, and, resting his hands on the 
back. of a chair, recited “The Raven’ 
and Annabel Lee,” but in a mechan- 
ileal sort of way, and with a total lack 
of the weird and gloomy expression 
which had given them such effect at

“This gentieman had fallen into the 
hands of the Matabele, who had de- 
cided to put kim to death in a faneiful 
ang unpleasant manner, But 
client bethought him of his 
mark—a huge, grim devil, that I had 
worked on his back. Pointing this out 
to his captors, he declared that this 
devil was his own particular evil spirit. 
and that if they killed him, it would 
haunt them forevermore. A short 
Sentence in Arabic characters on the 
sword-arm is popular among travelers 
of all kinds, as it acts as u password 
in the Far East, and wherever the 
words can be read. Jack Tars are all 
strong believers in the use of tattooing 
for the purpose of identification in case 
of death by drowning. and you will 
find on every gailor's arm crude de- 
signs of anchors, hearts, or lovers’ 
knots. These are tattooed by the men 
themselves, in two colors, with the aid 
of u few needles bound to a piece of 
stick 

“Until ‘comparatively recently. only 
two colors, indigo blue (or Indian ink 
black., and red were used in tattooing, 
but a Japanese increased the number 
by discovering a permanent brown, and 
Sutherland Macdonald has now added 
four more to the list, so that he works 
with no fewer than seven colors alto- 
gether. The difficulty has been to 
get a color that will hold: any color 
van be pricked into the human skin, 
but those made from minerals wil! all 
set up. Sooner or later, a state of in- 
flAammation of the skin and the color 
will be forced out again. leaving only 
an ugly scar to mark the spot. 

“But by careful experiments on his 
own body, experiments Which have been 
going on for years now, he has been 
able to produce a very beautiful green, 


u permanent ultramarine bie, a lav- 
ender, and, most dificult of all, a rich 
yellow, all not only perfectl¥ harmless 
to the mos: delicate skin, but colors 


that will hold, and by blenfting some 
of these together he is le 
duce brilliant effects, whitch to 
uninitiated would appear to be alto- 
gether impossible. 

“Tattooing in so wany colors, with 
all their eradations of shading. is a 
lengthy process—Mr. Macdonald will 
spend a matter of sixty or seventy 
hours in completing a design to cover 
a man's Chest—not at a stretch. of 
course, but working two or three hours 
a day for twenty or thirty days. 

“One of the most daring feata in 
tattooing ever attempted successfully, 
viz.. an attempt to produce on the 
checks of woman an all-the-vyear- 
round delicate pink complexion, was 
accomplished by Sutherland Macdonald. 
A lady. tired of constantly rouging her 
cheeks, applied to him for a remedy, 
and hinted that this might be found in 
the needles of the tattooist. 


“It is typical of the man that, in- 
stead of experimenting on others. he 
should have immediatew become his 


own victim, and a decidedly inco>-cru- 


ous little patch of the pales‘ ink 
can seen on hie right cheek just 
below the eye. to this day. „ patch 
which gives him quite a hectic and 


pathetic-invalid appearance when he is 
seen in profile. For some little time 
he experimented through all shades of 
vertnilion and carmire. before he hit 
on the exact tint which he wanted. 

One can well imagine the immense 
skill required for so delicate an opera- 
tion, as a single mark either in the 
wrong Spot. or put too heavily into the 
skin, would have meant disfigurement 
to the lady for life; but the ‘expert- 
ment was altogether a successful cne, 
and the fair sitter left his studio bear- 
ing the freshest and dalntlest of com- 
plexions, one warranted not to wen 
off. and one that would last her to the 
end of her days.

YOUTH? 


In his article on “The Newest Con- 
ception of Life,“ In Harper's for No- 
vember, Carl Snyder intimates a belief 
that recent sctentific discoveries will 
lead to others, by which youth may be 
prolonged. Here is his argument for 
the belief: 

There is one phase of the problem 
that seems nearer to our day and time. 
That is, the realization of Ponce de 
Leon's quest of prolonged youth. Ar- 
rest of growth, the stunted plant, the 
deformed or undeveloped child, the 
idiot, the cripple, the prematurely se- 
nile--are these net to familiar to our 
daily view? Yet why should the mech- 
aniem of nature, so seeming sure, 
turning out a thousand perfect spect. 
mens, slip so redly with the thousand- 
and-firet”’” We knoW in part, and can 
in part contrel. An impoverished soil, 
consumptive or otherwise diseated tis- 
sue, lack of sunlight and air-—these are 
the producers of the physically, men- 
tally, and morally maimed. With nar- 
cotics and potrons we may stop devel. 
opment, whether it be that of a plant or 
« hid 

“Rut what may be arrested may per- 
chance be influenced in other ways. 
We have seen how the whole drift of 
present-day physiology is to reduce life 
to the connected and concerted play of 
the fermenis. The identity of the two

Ceseation of growth must mean the 
disappearance or lapse in activity of 
these special enzymes. What we call 
growing old seems merely a series of 
destructive fermentations. It is prob. 


able that these are present from the 
beginning that throughout all life 
there is a struggle, vo to speak, be- 


tween the two, that in some sense, as 
Prof. Loeb once remarked, death is a 
physical agent, the material antithesis 
of life. 

“If the action of the malt en2Zyine 
upon Starch is reversible, so is that of 
the ferments which convert the active 
tissue, the living protoplasm, into the 
relatively dead fatty, or connective, or 
cartilage. or bone tissue—the charac- 


teristic. as the great Russian biologist,

It is but @ short half hours walk 
from No. 11 Rue St. Victor, wnere 4 ia 
began the battle of life, „ a clerk at 


1 860 4 month, to No. Rue de 
Bruxelles, where he died in luxury— 
from the garrett to the palace. But it 


teok him nearly thirty years to traverse 


the distance. The records of that 
journey are to be found in the “Rou- 
gon-Macquart series. It does not 


matter what roles the aulhor played as 
actor. er what as spectator. There 
they are—“La Fortune des Rougons,” 
“Le Ventre de Paris,” “La Conquete de 
Flassans, ‘and the rest—and their 
»etures have haunted thousands of 
minds, moved thousands of hearts to 
pity by the potency of their visualiza- 
on. 

But did Zola, as hag been charged, 
Select isolated cases, and thus fabri. 
cate a weapon which was to defame a 
class, a people? Not at all. His methed 
was analytical, not synthetice!. The 
Social, political, or national vice or 
fault existed before he touched pen to 
paper--had made its existence felt in 
Various ways. it was he who sought 
to trace it to its origin, and depict its 
development. Zola worked like a 
procureur de la republique in formu- 
lating a case. The case established, 
he became a wise and merciful judge. 
But it was natural that his rulings 
should have been inexorable, for he 
had life, as well as the gospel, to telt 
him that the wages of sin is death. 

In 1867 Zola read Dr. Lucas 
“L/Hérédité Naturelle From that 
arose the idea of applying physiologi- 
cal study to human phenomena, and 
transferring the results to literature. 
We thus have the pature of the links 
which conneet one character with an- 
other, one book with another, ani one 
series with another. Alavism is the 
chain for which even chronology must 
occasionally be turned out of joint. 

When a motive suggested Itself to 
the author he exhausted every human 
means to arrive atthe truth. He 
studied his characters in their own en- 
vironment. In preparing for Nana he 
spent evening after evening in the 
company of women of her class 
Everywhere he observed and tool 
notes. It was the same in preparing 
for “La Faute de Abbe Mouret.” 
when he took copious notes from 
mountains of religious tomes, and at- 
tended mass daily for months at the 
littl Eglise des Batignolles. For “Le 
Ventre de Parts he made innumerable 
visits to Halles, and spent weeks In 
the police courts and at the depot. It 
Was the same with the trilogy of the 
three cities—“Lourdes,” “Rome” and 
and with the evangelist se- 
“Travail,” Verite“ 
and Justice.“ ‘ 

Zolas whole life was one flerve, elo- 
quent protest against evil and wrong, 
His vehicle of expression was the novel 
and he employed it as it has never 
been employed. His works will live 
so long as, in France or elsewhere. the 
conditions which inspired his pen ex- 
After that it will be time to say 
whether they are masterpieces of a 
great imaginative literature or merely 
sociological and physiological docu- 
ments.

— ABOUT TURKEYS. 


There is a great diversity of opin- 
ion as to whether the rearing of tur- 
keys is profitable in America. Not in- 
frequently the mortality of turkey 
chicks is tremendous, and quite suf 
cent to eat up an possible profits. 
But there are persons who for years 
have raised almost every chick, and 
under these c!rcumstan-‘es rearing tur- 
very fair return. 

It is « mistaken idea to suppose that 
turkeys do not thrive in confinement.

but it will not attempt to fly over a 


anything to rest its feet upon. 


wire-netting fence, as it —2 
Illinois lady pointed out in a leading 
poultry journal not long ago, turkeys 
will travel along a woven-picket fence 
half a day at a time to find a place to 
get out. Turkeys may be prevented 
from flying over a fence by attaching 
a light board or shingle, ten inches 
long by five inches wide, to their 
backs’ by means of soft, flat strings run 
through holes in the boards and tied 
under the wings. By this method the 
birds can be as easily confined as 
sheep or other small stock without in- 
ury. When not allowed to run at 
arge turkeys need something in the 
nature of gravel as grinding material. 
Turkeys can be fattened in a week 
or ten days. In this country they are 
usually fed all the corn they can eat 
three times a week to bring this about. 
But in England the birds are princi- 
pally fed upon mixtures of equal parts 
of barley meal and wheat meal. made 
into a crumbly mass, either with skim 
milk or water. The use of skim milk 
for this purpose has been largely on 
the increase of late years, as it has 
been found that its employment leads 
to the production of a beautifully white 
and fine quality of flesh. 

Considering the little labor required 
in raising turkeys, they pay very well, 
despite the large mortality among the 
young birds, and it is surprising they 
are not more extensively bred. With 
the continual increase in our popula- 
tion and decrease in the acreage avall- 
able for grazing, it is a foregone con- 
clusion that there will be a correspond- 
ing increase in the demand for turkeys 
and other fowls. The breeder of these 
birds will therefore never lack a mar- 
ket. 

The selection of a breed depends 
largely upon the demands of the mar- 
ket. Of course, when one is not com- 
pelled to regard turkey rearing from a 
commercial standpoint fancy may be 
given a free rein. Some turkeys are 
as ornamental on a lawn as peafowis. 
I have in mind a Maryland greensward 
sloping down to a tidal creek that 
served as a background for a flock of 
pure white turkeys. Nothing could 


have been more beautiful than the ef- 
fect produced.—[Country Life in 
America.

HE OKAPI. 


Every reader of St. Nicholas has 
doubtless visited “zoos” many times 
and become well acquainted with the 
different animals he has seen there. 
Some of them are very beautiful and 
some very unpleasing in their appear- 
ance: but I am quite sure none of them 
has ever seen such a queer-looking 
creature as the okapl. He is, in fact, a 
newly-discovered animal, and not a 
variety of any known species, 80 you 
ean well see his importance and the 
interest that his discovery has aroused 
—particularly in the acientific world. 
Animal species have been developed 
from a few forms, and we can find 
many of the links that connect them: 
but here and there are gaps, and it is 
often difficult to find the links oo 
complete the chain. The okapl Us 
one of these gaps. He stands between 
the giraffe and antelope, and es 
of the character of each. He fs found 
in the forests of Central Africa, and 
bears a strong resemblance to a fossil 
beast whose skeleton, though larger, 
is of about the ＋ 7 — and 
undoubtedly that of an ancestor. 

The okapi stands about five feet high 
at the shoulder. The body, which is 
covered with thick, close hair. 
brilliant brown, but looks very blue fn 
the light. The Color of the head, which 
is a cream-yellow, commences abruptly 
at the neck, where the body color ends. 
The muzzie is like that of the giraffe, 
tapering, and the lips are used for 
cropping leaves, which the molar teeth 
grind. There are three projections on 
the skull, covered with flesh and hair 
like those of the giraffe. The legs and 
hind quarters are striped, and on this 
account many people have made the 
mistake of calling him a zebra, to 
which animal he does not bear the 
slightest resemblance. His hoof 18 
cloven, like the giraffe’s and antelope’s, 


ground without sinking. Now, the 
zebra would have a single toe (or a 
solid hoof.) which is one of the dis- 
tinguishing characteristics of the horse 
family. 
fact that Staniey. in his “Darkest 
Africa,” spoke of horses inhabiting the 
forests of the Uganda district, relying 
on the statements of the natives.

Upon inquiry he found the okapi to be 
a common animal in these parts. Thay 
were said to go in pairs, though prop- 
ably they also roam in herds. The 
meat affords excellent eating to the 
tribes in this district, who are princi- 
pally little dwarfs, who subsist for the 


most part on the animals they hunt. 
These dwarfs are warlike in disposi- 
tion. rather shy and exceedingly averse 
to having strangers visit their coun- 
trv: and as they are quite a powerful 
people when banded together, they will 
probably prove a great.obstacle to our 
becoming better acquainted with this 
new animal. They catch the okapi by 
digging holes in the ground, over whigh 
the unwary animal easily strays. They 
gave the okapi his name, but in pro- 
nouncing it they leave out the k and 
in its stead make a clicking sound pe- 
culiar to their language. 

We hope some living specimens of 
the okapi will be brought to our coun- 
try in time, and that we may see them 
in our zoos, and can form for ourselves 
some opinion of this new creature.— 
fA.

At the very. lowest 
price which sugar has touched, it would 
vield the planter, on his investment in 
the product, according to this etatemenr 
of cost, 4.32 per cent. On the average

Sarafof! was now master of the 
town, and his firet act was to burn 
the prefecture. The gendarmerie sta- 
tion, the postoffice and other official 
buildings. The local prison was then 
opened and the convicts set at Iiberty, 
while the Turkish officials taken by 
Sarafoff were locked up in their palace. 
Marafoff delivered a fiery speech to the 
assembled inhabitants in the market 
place, in which he announced the be- 
ginning of a new crusade against the 
Turks, and summoned the Christian 
residents to accompany him to the 
local Greek church to give thanks for 
his victory over the hated Moslem 
tyrants. The summons was followed 
by the entire Christian population 
and the day ended with great [festivi- 
tles In the streets and open places of 
the town. On the following day a 
regiment of cavalry and several bat- 
talions of infantry were making forced 
marches from Serres to Melnik, and 
Sarafoff's little band being too weak 
to face an encounter with them, a 
hasty retreat was made to the moun- 
tains. The Turkish troops went in hot 
pursuit, but thanks to Sarafoff's 
knowledge of the country, he was able 
to lead his men in safety across the 
Bulgarian frontier. 

IDOL OF THE MACEDONIANS. 

This adventure was the first of sev- 
eral raids into Turkey, each of which 
was a madiy reckless undertaking, 
involving the gravest risks to every- 
one connected with it. Sarafoff would 
swoop down on some town in Turkey, 
overpower the garrison, stir up the 
inhabitants to active discontent, and 
disappear over the frontier before the 
Turkish authorities could organize an 
effective pursuit. The story of his 
guerilla warfare, his marvelous feats 
of arma, and his thousand and = one 
hairbradth escapes would fill volumes 
of surpassing interest. 

It was his activity during this period 
that made Sarafoff the tdol of the 
Macedonians in Turkey and Bulgaria. 
He was féted at Sofia and throughout 
Bulgaria as a national hero and his 
name became a household word in 
every Bulgarian family in the Balkan 
peninsula. The “Turkish government, 
too, paid a tribute to his importance 
by setting a price of £.106,000 on his 
head. 

Sarafoff's next task was the organ- 
ization of the Macedonian Revolu- 
tlonary Committee, which has figured 
so largely in all the Balkan troubles 
of the last vear or two. The Macedo- 
nian Committee is really a union of 
many local committees under the di- 
rection of an executive at Sofia. Each 
district committee has a staff of vol- 
untary secret-service agents and ex- 
ecutioners” attached to It. 

YOUR MONEY OR YOUR LIFE. 

An agent of the committee presents 
a blank receipt to a wealthy merchant 
and bargains with him regarding the 
amount he shall contribute to the revo- 
lutionary cause. If no agreement is 
arrived at. the local committee arbi- 
trarily fixes the sum. A receipt for 
this amount is then presented to the 
merchant and the money perempto- 
rily demanded. If the victim is still 
reluctant to pay, a revolver or some- 
thing equivalent is held at his hend 
and in nine cases out of ten the de- 
sired amount is then forthcoming. In 
the tenth case. when the victim is 
obdurate, he is summarily “executed” 
for his lack of geal in the Macedonian 


cause. In this way. the Macedonian 
Committee has established a reign 
of terror and has instigated a large 
number of atrocious murders, for 
which the primary reeponsibility rests 
on Sarafoff as the organizer of the 
whole movement. in this respect, 


Sarafof has allowed his fanaticism to 
transform him into a bloodthirsty des- 
perado, whose enthustasm for a good 
eause has hecome a pretext for a sys- 
tem of blackmaliling. robbery and 
murder on an unprecedented scale: in

fact. for twranny more cruel than that 
of the Turks 
Now, at the age of 20. Sarafoff's ' 


ambition is to organize a great rebel- 
lien, seize (Constantinople. and. after 
dethroning the Sultan, to become the

He has little chance of realizing his 
dream in full, but his efforts in that 
direction are likely to produce serious 
consequences. 

Sarafoff is emphatically a man who 
will have to be reckoned with in the 
near future.

All the most marvelous discoveries of the past century 
have been made the servants of the press, and by their 
service in this field have they become the strongest 
(% s of advancement and the right band of enduring 


progress. 
0 of the factory system on modern social conditions 
is found in the new volume on labor problems, 
“Some Ethical Phases of the Labor Question,” by Car- 
rell D. Wright, United States Commissioner of Labor. 
It is remarkable, because Mr. Wright, while perhaps the 
man most intimately aequainted, of all in the country, 
with the imperfections of the factory system, yet regards 
this institution, whieh the Socialists and labor leaders 
have for the most part termed the most degrading slav- 
ery in history, as, in reality, a civilizing force. Mr. 
Wrigut's views are worth considering at length. 

“None of the systems of labor which existed prior to 
the present, or factory system,” be says, “was partiqu- 
larly conducive to a higher civilization. It is a simple 
fact when we say that the factory system set aside the 
domestic system of industry. It is idyllic sentiment 
when we say that the domestic system surpassed the 
former, and nothing but sentiment. The do- 

laborer’s home, instead of being the poetic one, 
far from the character poetry has given it. Hud- 
cle) together in what poetry calls a cottage, and history 
a hut, the weaver’s family lived and worked, without 
comfort, conveniences, good food, good air, and with- 
out much intelligence. Drunkenness and theft of ma- 
terlals made each home the scene of crime and want and 
disorder. Superstition ruled and envy swayed the work- 
if the members of a family endowed with more 
virtue and intelligence than the common herd tried to 80 
conduct themselves as to secure at least self-respect,

they increased e ond the demand for their labor, and 
where the children were allowed to grow up in laz.ness 

Not a pleasant picture. Aud here is its companion: 

“The home of the agricultural laborer was not much 
better: im fact. in Great Britain and France, he bas 
been exceedingly successful jn maintaining his ignorance 
and hie deersded condition. ; Agriculturists gave 
children and youth no more than half the wages paid 
them in factories, while they filled the workhouses with 
the uncmployed. In the chief manufacturing 
districts. where the condition of the factory children be- 
(amt the subject of legielation for protection. their con- 
dition was one to be envied beside that of the children 
in wining and agricultural districts.”

“There is another supposition relative to the factory 
to which I wish to call attention,” he continues. “It is 
tiat tle factory has a dwarfing influence upon skill; that 
skill is degraded to common labor.

Money in Trees. 


The French Understand how to make money out of 
trees. They appreciate the value of the forests, and 
have some of the largest and best of the world. There 
are vast woodlands belonging to the government, and 
private holdings in which the trees are as wel! cared 
for as in our city parks. Only the ripe trees are cut, 
and every piece of fallen wood is saved.

There are men in Pennsylvania and New Jersey who 
| are making such chestnut grafting commercially profit- 
| able, and the same might be done in other parts of the 
| United States. 

In South France, Spain and Italy chestnuts are ground 

into meal and used for bread. and they command good 
Prices in such localities. In the United States they are 
chiefly sold by fruit venders and by the confectioners, 
and they bring, I am told, $7 or $8 per bushel. Here in 
France they sell by the kilogram, for 2 or 3 cents ‘ 
pound. 
The Market Gardens of France. 


I have already written of the market gardens of 
France. I learn more about them every day, and am 
more and more surprised at their excellence. The 
French have 1.000.000 acres devoted to gardens and 
fruits. and in riding over the country you pass fields 
of hot beds and see glass frames propped over plants 
Outside the beds. In many places glass bells are used 
to cover the individual planta, and there are some sec- 
tions which raise potatoes under glass for export te 
London. 

The French have studied the soll and the sun and 
they coax both to work. They feed the crops rather 
than the land and in places get three crops a vay 
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These poplars | 
are grown from their branches, and are finally cut down 
for wood or for furniture. The branches grow rapidly. | 
They are cut off year after year, put up in's bundies | 
and sold to the bakers to make the hot fires necessary | 
for the crisp crust on the French bread. There is such | 
a demand for them that raising them is one of the 
chief industries of France. The poplars are planted in 
places which are good for nothing else, and after five 
years each will annually produce at least twenty cents.

He says they are far in advance of us in such mat- 
ters. 
0 Every French country community, for instance, has 


its clubs where the farmers meet and discuss how to 
market the crops. They combine together and buy 
their fertilizer at wholesale and appeal to the railroads 
for low freight rates. Not only the farmers but the 
railroad officials, the bankers and the merchants come 
to these clubs. The railroad men are asked to advise 
the farmers as to what they should do as to transporta- 
tion and markets and the bankers and merchants are 
also counseled with about money matters. In America 
the farmer wants nothing to do with the city man. He 
seems to be jealous and afraid of ba. The French 
farmer is willing to say there may be some brains out- 
side his own class, and he is glad to take advantage of 
them.

| Legalized Lotteries. 


In France even government bonds are taxed, but 
nearly every issue bas a lottery attachment. City and 
municipal bonds bear low rates of interest, but there 
are always a number of prizes connected with them 
and the lottery element is as great an attraction as the 
investment itself. The Paris exposition bonds were 
issued in this way, as were also those of the exposition 
of 1889. Lotteries are instituted for all sorts of purposes 
and are generally patronized. They are operated fairly, 
and the prizes sometimes go to the rich and sometimes 
to the poor. A coachman at Lyons lately drew 100,600 
francs, or $20,000, and the Rothschild brothers more re- 
cently got $20,000 from tickets in a lottery organized 
for the support of indigent artists. The Rothschilds re- 
fused to take the money, and gave it over to the hands of 
Cougelin, the French actor who had charge of the fund. 


Small Bonds for the United States.

The consequence of all this is a climate which is the 
perfection of the comfort that is sought in Southern 
California except that the extremes of heat and cold 
are greater. The extreme of wind is really no greater, 
being only shifted from fall to spring, the increase in 
the strength of the summer wind being a comfort. 
There are, of course, places under the draught of the 
mountain passes where the wind is too often above the 
average of the desert. As there is so little vegetation to 
bind the soil, sandstorms are a matter of course at 
times. But they are very much exaggerated, while on 
the greater part of the great plains they are little, if 
any, worse than in some of the most favored parts of 
Southern California during the fall and first half of 
the winter. They are injurious to vegetation and a creat 
nuisance if you have to travel that day, but otherwise, 
beside dusting the inside of such a house as one is 
likely to have here, they amount to nothing. 

The temperature of winter nights runs from 10 to 15 
deg. lower than at Los Angeles, and even more. de- 
pending entirely on elevation. But as this is only at 
daylight on clear nights and the earth warms rapidly 
under the rising sun, it is of little account to one who 
does not have to be out. Even then it is not nearly so 
bad as a higher temperature with a damper air. But 
as wind is more common here in the morning than it 
is inside the chain of mountains, it is not the most 
pleasant time to start on a journey unless one is used 
to it. One coming direct from the warmer and stiller 
sections inside would find the desert air sufficiently 
bracing on a winter morning to meet the requirements of 
those who claim that one needs “regular seasons,” the

Ice-cold Drinks not Plentiful.

The extreme of heat is generally supposed to 
be the worst feature of the desert, and to one 
suddenly introduced to it from a much cooler re- 
gion it is anything but pleasant. To one 
weakened in health, overladen with blubber, 
bloated with beer or in any way unprepared for it, it 
may be at first downright torture. The soda water fiend 
or one used to guzzling “ice-cold drinks” every fifteen 
minutes on a hot day in town is likely to find himself 
in a fix on the desert on a hot day if he runs out of 
water. The same with one to whom life on a hot day 
is one continuous round of fanning, mopping and sigh- 
ing, hunting cooler corners, shifting from window to 
window, pouring down water and eating nothing but 
some thin stuff. 5 

On the contrary to one who knows how to face it 
there is nothing in the extreme heat of the desert any 
worse than that of any other section. There may be 
constitutions that cannot stand it, and in places it may 
be so long continued that it becomes a weariness to the 
flesh as it often does “back East.” But as a rule it is 
nothing to those that understand it. For bearing heat 
is exactly like bearing cold. 

First, it needs a few days of cradual introduction and 
one living on the desert always has this in spring. 

Secondly, instead of doing everything to weaken and 
depress vitality, such as sitting indoors, grunting and 
starving for want of appetite, one should eat just the 
same as in cold weather and take enough out-of-door ex- 
ercise to enable him to do it. This is the case with all 
who work out of doors, and that is why all such will 
tell you that working out in the heat of the sun here is 
no worse than it is anywhere else. And nearly all such 
will tell you that it is no worse working out than it is 
sitting in doors and herding the thermometer all day. 
And they justify their words by their acts. There may 
be hot corners where it is-a little extra on account of 
the breeze being cut off or from radiation from glow- 
ing rocks, but the rule is the other way. 


How to Combat Heat. 1 


I found years ago in hunting that you want to fizht 
heat on the same principle as cold, with plenty of solid 
food, plenty of out-of-door exercise to keep up your ap- 
petite and plenty of exposure to the sun to keep you 
used to it. I find the same rules apply here in working. 
Sent out here to see what common clay could do toward 
saving a good irrigation project wrecked by genius, I 
have had to clean four miles of ditch in a way that al- 
most amounted to rebuilding it and also open up the 
supply of water in a way that amounted practically to 
new development. The worst part of this came in the 
heat of summer, when matters were so urgent that ! 
had to get Into the mud with a shovel myself, not only 
to show others how to do it, but to hasten the work. I 
found it actually more comfortable to work six and even 
seven hours a day than to sit on the bank and boss the 
job. The intense sun cut no figure whatever, and I 
found it easier to work bareheaded, as the Yuma In- 
dians do. Though 60 years old, never very strong and 
utterly unable to endure six hours of sedentary work in 
doors, I found no inconvenience from this kind of work, 
though kept up for several days at a time, except stiff- 
ness of the finger joints. It was not as hard as the same 
number of hours I have many a time spent in tearing 
throuch the chaparral and scrambling up the rocky hill- 
sides of the coast mountains with eight or ten pounds of 
rifle. though a cool breeze from the sea were blowing all 
the time. 

This was with the thermometer from 1095 to 114 in 
the interior of a large building in Daggett, about the 
game as a government instrument would register. Ex- 

re to reflection from the ground would make it 118 
or 120. Such would be the case anywhere on the desert 
away from buildings, as in the shade of a wazon or 
such a tree as one could find. This is the way the tem- 
perature of Death Valley is taken. A man who lives 
on the edge of it and has been in it scores of times in 
the hottest weather tells me it is not materially dif- 
ferent from Daggett. But the elevation of Daggett— 
2000 feet makes some difference in the comfort, espe- 
cially at night. I found long ago that after the wind 
begins to feel bot. which is at about 105 deg., the dif- 
ference between that and 110 and from that to 111 is 
barely noticeable if you are occupied with some business

and are camping out where you cannot see a ther 
mometer. I do not believe I shoud have felt a rise of 
another 5 dez., and possibly another five would have 
made little difference. And this was in the ditch, amid 
sickening muck and with most of the breeze cut off by 
high banks and long lines of tule. At the lower end 
where I was irrigating on open ground and where the 
breeze was about double the strength of the sea breeze 
at Los Angeles, the maximum of 114, which was reached 
probalby twenty times during the summer, was in no 
sense uncomfoftable. The furnace blast” effect you 


hear so much of and which is intensified by the stronger 


breeze, amounts to nothing when you keep yourself 
strong with plenty to eat and plenty of work to keep up 
the appetite. The next time you see some one shoveling 
in a trench in the street on a hot day don't squander 
any sympathy on him, save it for the poor devil who is 
trying to cool off.with beer or pop on an empty stomach 
and doesn't dare cross the street for fear the sun will 
burn him up. 


No Malaria, No Insomnia. 


Of course all this dry air means freedom from 
of which none can be found even where tbere is decay- 
ing vegetation. All that is healthful in the climate of 
Southern California finds its climax here. I have nos 
been so continuously well since I came to the State, 
twenty-seven years ago, and | find about every one else 
has the same experience. So far as catarrh and such 
things can be cured at all this is the surest place to de 
it, though most invalids need something beyond climate 
and those who know nothing outside of the pavement 
would suffer from ennui. For thirty-five years I have 
been a sufferer from insomnia except when hunting, buf 
here I go to bed at 7:30 and go to sleep just as if camp 
ing out. 

The freedom from Insect pests alone makes the desert 
less tiresome as a place of abode. All of Southern Call- 
fornia enjoys this to a rare extent, but it is still more 
marked here. The festive bug of night is not only un- 
known, but another bug that draws no distinction be 
tween night and day has to succumb to the dry heat 
The wicked flea is knocked completely out by it, and it 
looks as if the mosquito were also, for I have camped 
time and again by-the finest of breeding places without 
ever hearing his fancy horn at night. Gnats are bad om 
some-warm, still days, but the heat lets them out of the 
game very early in spring. Flies, too, do not like the 
heat and are visibly lessened in numbers, though not 
exterminated. All that you read of lizards and side 
winders, and scorpions and tarantulas, with centipedes 
and a lot of other things supposed to belong to the bot 
tomless pit and run riot on the desert, while not entirely 
imaginary, are no more of a factor in existence than they 
are in the suburbs of Los Angeles. The way to avoid 
them is never to think of them. 4 

Society depends everywhere on what yon call society. 
But there is none of the cowboy element on the desert, 
the towns are very orderly and saloons that are rus 
wide open day and night the year round are as quiet 
and decent as where you pay interest on mahogany and 
French plate mirrors every time you take a drink. 
There is nothing in the line®*of bad society that need 
deter any one from a visit to the desert. Most all the 
men one sees here are workers, a few may loaf a few 
days in passing or waiting for a job, but it is no place 
for the chronic loafer, while the ordinary city pauper 
could not exist here at all. 

Every year the deserts are increasing their output of 
material wealth. It is wealth that will hold its value 
through all times and changes. Where you find irri- 
gating water at all it is generally there during the long- 
est series of dry years, just like the minerals, and the 
soil will yield alfalfa and other products in endicas 
quantity without fertilizers, products that will be the 
equivalent of cash as long as the white man rules the 
land. The stores of mineral are but beginning to be 
known. Prospecting so far has been but the meres® 
skimming, while in many places great stores of gold are 
in sight awaiting only new processes.. Some day some 
may wonder why the deserts were not settled first la- 
stead of the rainy side of the State, but in the meantime 
no one need be afraid of pioneering any part of them ia 
the right way. T. S. VAN DYKE

A GREAT INDUSTRY IN WHICH AMER- 
ICA LEADS THE WORLD. 


EMPHIS (Tenn.) Nov. 10.—The last days of Sep- 
tember always mark the beginning of great activ- 
ity in Tennessee, for then the cotton crop begins 
to move, and Memphis is the world’s greatest inland 
market for this great staple. About this time the Eu- 
ropean buyer happens along, the cotton factor increases 
his office force, and the negro driver gives his mule 
an extra feed of oats and greases his two-wheeled cart 
in anticipation of the rush that is to come. The negro 
is as inseparable from cotton as smoke is from fire. I 
asked an old negro what he thought about the cotton- 
picking machine that several inventors are working on, 
and he replied: 

“Now, boss, dar ain't no ‘chine dat eber gwine to pick 
cotton like a nigger pick it l'se been hearin’ talk o' 
dat eber since befo' de war. Old marse better keep his 
mule an’ his nigger, or he won't git no cotton, an’ yo’ 
recomember who tole you’.”

The cotton belt of the Southern States is the largest 
producing area in the world, and its annual crop is far 
and away greater than that of any other country. India 
is second in importance, and Egypt third. The quality 
of the Egyptian product, however, is finer than that 
grown in the United States; so much so that it sells for 
about $10 more per bale. But we supply the bulk of the 


demand, and the world would be in a bad way for cotton 


if the “nigger an’ de mule” went on a strike in Dixie. 
The first cotton-producing State is Texas, while Georgia 
and Mississippi are the next In importance. The man- 
ner of raising it remains much the same as the custom 
of forty years ago. In the extreme Southern States it is 
planted In March, and there is about thirty days’ dif- 
ference in the season in the northern portion of the 
belt. It is sown with a drill, and comes up thick. In 
about two weeks it is chopped out until only single 
plants are left about a foot and a half apart. It is hoed 
and plowed four or five times during the season, at in- 
tervals of about two weeks.

At the very picturesque little village of Ananour, 
which is watched over, or seems to be, by an ancient 
tower on the mountain side back of it, we had more hot 
tea which the four Russian officers brought us them- 
selves, and then stood around our diligence and talked 
to us while we waited for it to get cool enough to be 
drinkable. How the glasses can stand anything so hot 
without breaking, and how the Russians can drink any- 
thing so very hot without winking even, are two facts 
which are hard to explain. 


Frugal Refreshments 


We were complaining of the very frugal fare we had 
been having since we started, when suddenly the young- 
est officer disappeared, and soon after came back with 
a fair-sized basket which he presented us with a bow 
and laughing eyes. Every one was much interested in, 
and we greatly amused by its contents, for first came 
some very unripe hazelnuts lying among grape leaves 
in a small basket of twigs, then some blackberries 
which looked ripe but proved to be in the most sour of all 
stages of greenness; after that a few green apples and a 
little goats milk cheese wrapped up in a grape leaf. 
and last of all a small package of sweet chocolate an 
another package, which proved to be cigarettes. As this 
last came forth there was a great laugh, and then we 
were asked if, like most English ladies, we scorned the 
cigarette and we were forced to admit that we had 
never smoked one nor had any wish to try. 


Reason for Rapid Riding. 


left us here, as they have to run on time, and our dill- 
gence was made to go first, as that is considered the 
safest position. So with many warnings to our driver 
not to go out of sight, we were sent forth once more, 
and of course at usual pace. We never quite under- 
stood why it was necessary to go from one station to 
another, seventeen or twenty miles at a full gallop, no 
matter what the grade might be, and we could never 
get a satisfactory reason, so we have concluded that it 
is an inherited habit, for from the time the road was 
bulit, one hundred years ago, it has been infested by 
bandits, and probably the bandit of that day gave chase 
instead of shooting from behind, consequently the fus- 
ter the pace the greater the chance of escape. 

Higher and higher grew the mountains and faster an‘ 
more furious the mountain streams, but still none of the 
hfzgh peaks could be seen, although at every turn we 
looked to see their snowy heads. Kazbek, the second 
peak in height im the Caucasus, is 16,546 feet high and 
always covered with snow, although the very green 
grass grows thickly up to the snow line. From the 
moment of leaving Tiflis, the talk of everyone is of 
Kazbek, and the wish of everyone is to see that hoary 
old peak, but it is not until the morning of the second 
day that it can be seen, and as we had started so late 
we did not_see it until the morning of the third day, 
but in spite of repeated assurances that it could not be 
seen one always had a hope of catching a glimpse of it 
and was always on the lookout for it at every turn of 
the road. 


Curiosity to See American Women. 


The fifth station, Pesanour, we reached at about 11 
o'clock and found quite a gathering of people who had 
assembled, we are told, on hearing our bugles in the 
distance and being told by the public diligence that 
two American ladies were on the way. all turned out to 
behold the curiosities. There were few women in the 
crowd and where the Caucasan women are concealed I 
cannot imacine, for we saw almost none of them dur- 
ing our stay in the Caucasus. It was the most polite

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DUGOUTAKING. 
NOTABLE RESULTS OF EXCAVATIONS % 
AT THE PYRAMID OF ABUSIR.

[> ALL the history of excavation no such intensely 


human story has been dug out of the forgotten 

past as has been brought to day by this recent work 
of the German Orient Society of Berlin at the Pyramid 
of Abusir. 

The report of almost a year of exploration has just 
been made. Kt is couched in scientific, matter-of-fact 
language, but in it is the whole drama of life—a tre- 
mendous sermon preached by fallen stones and royal 
corpses and the sands of the desert, with mighty, all- 
conquering death for their text. 

The German professors fo#nd a great King. So great 
was he that the great gods, Sechmet, the lion-headed, 
Anubis, the jackal-headed, and the Nile gods are shown 
| bowing before him. Upper and lower Egypt were his. 
When he died, men began to build a vast temple of the 
dead for him. 
| Four thousand and five hundred years ago they buried 
| Ne-woser-re, the King. And the centuries passed and 
his temple, unfinished, disappeared below the drifting 
sands. He and his family, his royal favorite and his 

high priests, became hidden deep below the dwellings 
of succeeding kings and priests, and their tombs were 
piled over all. Then they, too, sank away and were for- 
gotten. Others built and died—-Egyptian. Greek and 
Christian in their turns. The great clock of history still 
wanted a thousand years to the time of the coming of 
Christ, and Ne-woser-re, the King, was so utterly lost 
and forcotten that the poorest of the poor were buried 
on top of the mounds that hid his imperial tom)--that 
tomb which had been set by its mighty builders to defy 
eternity itself. 

And the German professors dug out a song, too. It 
was deemed to be immortal when it was written. So 
grand did it seem 2400 years ago that a singer in keypt 
had it put into his tomb with him. It is a great roll 
of papyrus—a poem by Timotheos glorifying the vic- 
torious sea fight of Marathon, and almost certainly the 
very oldest Greek book ever found. The poem that 
made such a vast stir once has lain under the Egyptian 
sands for more than two thousand years, and songs of 
Marathon have piled on songs and been forgotten as the 
dead piled on the tomb of the Egyptian singer. 


Rich Finds from the First. 


— — 


Profs. Borchardt, Voelz and Decker conducted the 
work of excavation. Their first discovery was the fore 
court of the Temple of the Dead. It had been left un- 
finished, and most of the beautiful columns that had 
been completed had fallen. But two magnificent pillars 
were left. In that courtyard was found the partly- 
broken figure of a lion, grandly proportioned and far 
beyond life size, Its sculpture is so fine that the scien- 
tists agree that it was the work of a sculptor of extra- 
ordinary talent’ The head was perfectly preserved. 

The next discovery was that of reliefs depicting some 
of the most famous Egyptians of that time, whose 
names and deeds are mentioned in many inscriptions 
found in various parts of Egypt. There also were de- 
pictions of sacrifice. One wall painting shows the 
slaughtering of animals before the tombs of the great 
dead. Another portrays tall, beautiful peasant women 
who bear offerings. 

The greatest temple relief of all was found between the 

Hall of Columns and the Holy of Holiest. It shows the 
| King himself with apron and lion's tail as insignia of 

his high rank. He wears a headdress of feathers and 

horns, the mark of a god. The jackal-headed god 

Anublis steps toward him bringing him the Sign of Life. 
| In a smaller relief Ne-wuser-re is pictured with 
raised club slaying a group of men whom he holds by 
their hair. 
| In digging out the Chamber of Statues, the explorers 
unexpectedly came upon a splendid painting. It was 
intended to show a door set into the solid wall. The 
colors laid on by hands and brushes of which there has 
been no vestige left on earth for four thousand years, 
were bright and glowing, shining out of their long-kept 
darkness into the light of today as if they were still wet. 
But scarcely had the sun streamed in before they began 
to pale. Fortunately the expedition numbered a skillful 
painter among its members, and he succeeded in mak- 
ing a true copy in full size of the ancient work of art 


The High Priest's Tomb. 


— 


| Then the diggers reached the tomb of the high priest, 
| Jen-em Jechwet. After breaking out the first stone, the 
Europeans peered in, and for the first time in forty-five 
centuries human eyes looked upon the coffins of the 
| priests of Ne-woser-re. The tomb had been too small 
‘for the last coffins and the handles had been sawed 
from the ends before the stones were set in place and 
sealed. Those cuts of the saw were clear and sharp, just 
as they had been left om that day of burial. 

Here creat finds were made Large ships of the dead 
were on the coffins that might be used for the voyage 
into the under world. There were the great stone jugs 
that had contained water to refresh the shades on their 
journey. The last gifts of friends, and carved wooden 
statuettes of the servants and slaves, were scativred 
through the tom 

Now came the question as to whether or not the 
mummies in the stone coffins would be found in any 
sort of preservation. If they were, they would be the 
first mummies of that period that ever had been found 
in condition to bear removal to Buropea The whole

his faca The mask had a narrow side beard and 4 ong 
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chin beard, and the eyes had been made larger by 
streaks of vermilion. A big wig parted in the middle 
was colored bright blue to imitate lapis lazuli, showing 
tuat the deal man had already become a god; for the 
aadlent Egyptian gods had hair of lapis lazuli. 

Under the head was a wooden head rest. It is shaped 
exactly like the wooden pillow that is used to this day 
in the Soudan. By his side lay a little wooden statue 
representing him. According to Egyptian belief this 
statue was to do the dead man's work for him in the 
underworld. 

A handsome coffin in another chamber contained the 
mummy of a man who must have been exceptionally 
rich for around his neck was a string of real pearls, 
while others, even high officials, had to be content with 
painted ones. The gifts that had been placed by his 
side made a little history of that age in themselves. In 
a niche at the head of the coffin were stone vessels, 
bound with leather, that had contained salves and 
precious Ointments. There was a bed resting on carved 
lion’s claws. Under it stood a waxen vessel and two 
bags filled with what apparently were face paints. A 


whole set of carpenter's tools was found in the rear of 


this chamber. There were saws, drills, augers, axea, 
awls and polishing stones. 


A History of the Past. ° 


When the coffin was dragged out a new surprise 
waited in a cavity behind it There were beautiful 
models of ships of the dead. One was shown with belly- 
ing sail; another with lowered mast was being moved 
by rowers. 

There was the dead man's kitchen in a miniature 
model. A butcher is in it, cutting the throat of a steer. 
Another is catching the blood. The aprons of both are 
bright red with it Alongside of them squats another 
cook broiling a goose on a spit. The model has many 
figures of female — Some are grinding corn, 
others are baking bread: 

Another model was that of the granary. In the court- 
yard is shown the delivery of the grain. Servants are 
seen carrying it upstairs where it is poured into the 
bins in the upper story. 

A woman was found next. She was a Sat-Nofer, the 
favorite of the. King. In that gorgeous life of 4500 
years ago, no doubt she had been beautiful and clothed 
with rich apparel and surrounded with loveliness and 
luxury. But in death she was not to lie as lay the true 
Queen or her master. Placed in a rude coffin of thin 
wood, she was put away in a bare chamber far from the 
habitations of the royal dead. Hardly any gifts were 
laid with her. Instead, as if in irony—a grim joke that 
was to wait for inconceivable time, to make its point— 
they laid by the coffin of the poor, forgotten courtesan 
a bronze mirror without a handle and a little stone used 
for grinding rouge. 

As the digging progressed from this point, the his- 
tory of decline became uncovered. When the explorers 
reached the remnants of the period 2000 before 
Christ, they found habitations of priests, showing that 
the temple had votaries. But they were poor and meager, 
like the ruined graves of the Khalifs. And when the 
workers reached the remains of 1300 years before Christ, 
they found that dust and sand had even then buried 
the glorious dynasty’ and over them were hundreds of 
mean groves. The wood of the coffins of these inter- 
lopers had been so thin that it had disintegrated almost 
entirely. The mummifying had been so badly done that 
it was possible only to tell that once they had been 
painted gaudily. The masks over the faces of these poor 
Egyptians were made of Nile mud instead. of carved 
woods. Some had not even had coffins, but were laid 
out simply on mats made of the ribs of palm leaves. 

A poor Egyptian mother of the past has left the token 
of her love in one tomb. Two children were found 
there confined in the slender, double-handled wine jugs 
of the period. 


The Poem of Timotheos. 


When the party reached the Greek period, the great 
discovery was made of the poem by Timotheos. It was 
found in a mighty wooden coffin. A Greek bad been 
buried there long before the time of the Man of Galilea 
With him had been interred a roll of papyrus. Un- 
rolled, it proved to be about four feet long, containing 
five columns of Greek verse written in ancient runcial 
characters. The excavators at once sent for Dr. 
Rubensohn, who was in Cairo at the time seeking Greek 
manuscripts for the Berlin Museum, and he declared 
that it was probably the oldest Greek book ever discov- 
ered. 

Later, Ulrich von Wiliamowitz-Moellendorff, the great 
European authority, confirmed this. He says: 

“It is the*%oldest Greek book, undoubtedly older than 
the time of the beginning of book making as originated 
by the founding of the Alexandrian library. The man 
in whose coffin it was found was c rtainly buricd early 
in the fourth century before Christ.” 

“It is a lyrical text not that of a dilettante-like Isyllos, 
but of a true poet, one in whom the men of his day 
hailed as the greatest poet of the world. It is intended to 
be sung. It takes the place of the epic song of previous 
times. 

“It chants the tale of the sea fight of Marathon. The 
ships ride at each other. They take the shock, rebound 
and strike again. Stones and burning arrows dart 
through the air. Lances and javelins leap over the 
light of Marathon. Shock after shock, and shouts of 
joy and despair echo from the hills. Flame licks the air. 
It is the battle of a desperate land for life. 

“We hear the voice of a drowning man over the 
clamor. He curses the hated sea; yet, sinking, he cries 
out in hope of victory for his master. Then we learn 
how the shits of the Persians: flee. There rise the la- 
ments of naked, shivering wretches, clinging to cliffs to 
which they have swum from their sinking ships. They 
are the men of Asia Minor, appealing to their gods for 
help 7 

“The flight contin nes. The victors capture the sur- 
vivors of the defeated Persian power. Then comes the 
orcer of the great Persian Kine to break camp and re- 
treat alonk the seashore ‘Those on the other shore 
have erected their altar of sacrifice to Zeus: they sing 
the song of victory and stamp with their feet in hich 
leaping dat So. simply, like a Homeric poem, ends 
the song” . TX PP.

HOW LEGISLATIVE BUSINESS IS CON- 
DUCTED IN FRANCE. 


From the London Leader. 0 


HE great event of this week has been the reopen- 

ing of the Parliamentary session. With this event 

politica] activity in France begins afresh. Though 
it may not be generally known in England, the open- 
ing ceremony is much more informal than in the Eng- 
lish House. 

The Chamber of Deputies, known also as the Palais 
Bourbon, is in its exterior a replica of the Madeleine, 
Which it faces in an exact Straight line, being on the 
opposite side of the Seine. Like the Madeleine. it is 
a reproduction of an old Greek temple. Besides the 
wide hemicycle which is the Debating Hall, it contains 
various large halls and rooms for commissions, etc., 
besides passages, lobbies and waiting-rooms. Close to the 
Palais Bourbon, facing the river, is another fine. large

The President's Entry. 


On the first day of the session the President, a few 
minutes before 2 o'clock, solemnly 
the grounds of which communicate by means of wide

the military band, the President enters the House, pass- 
ing through the two lobbies, known as Le Salon de la 
Paix and La Salla des Pas Perdus. Upon arriving in 
the Chamber he enters his tribune and, occupying the 
Presidential chair, declares the new session to be open— 
provided, of course, the number of Deputies present be 
sufficient. 

The Chamber itself is built in the shape of a lofty 
hemicycle, the whole of the flat wall being occupied by 
the high tribunes of the official stenographers and secre- 
taries, beneath which a smaller center tribune is occu- 
pied by the President of the Chamber, who is seated in 
front of a table upon which a huge brass bell is placed. 
By means of this he calls refractory and noisy members 
to order. 

Beneath the tribune of the President is the rostrum, 
which is reached by means of two flights of stairs. Here 
each orator must deliver his speech, for unlike their 
English colleagues, French Deputies are not generally 
allowed to speak from their seats. 


In the Chamber. 


The Deputies occupy the benches set in half circles, 
rising in an amphitheaterand facing the President's 
tribune. Each has his appointed seat. They occupy 
them according to their political opinions. To the right 
of the President are the Legitimists and Conservatives 
of all degrees. The Moderates orcupy the center, and 
the advanced Republicans, Radicals and Socialists sit 
to the left of the President. The seats are comfortably 
cushioned and upholstered in red velvet. Each is pro- 
vided with a desk in front, with a flap top,where sta- 
tionery, etc., may be kept. 

Above the amphiteater are the tribunes which corre- 


The first tier is occupied by the tribunes of the press, 
and the more distinguished guests of Ministers and Am- 
bassadors are also admitted there. The second tier is 
for friends and members. The press tribune is 
open to strangers, but both men and women Parlia- 
mentary reporters occupy It. 

The French Deputies attend the sittings with bared 
heads, leaving their hats and overcoats in the lobbies 
reserved for that purpose. The President alone enters 
with his hat. When the President takes off his hat 
and puts it on the table in front of him it is the mute 
signal that the sitting has begun. When he puts his hat 
on to leave, it is the signal that the sitting is over. In 
moments of great excitement, when sitings are tumul- 
tuous and the President's bell cannot be heard above 
the roar and din of the conflicting elements of the hemi- 
cycle, the President puts on bis hat as a sign that the 
sitting is arbitrarily suspended. 

On Interpellations. 


At the opening of a new session the President, who 
is elected by the new House after each general election, 
makes a short speech to welcome the miembers once 
more to their work. Generally there are many inter- 
pellations waiting, all written out and separately classed 
upon the President's tribune. 

An interpellation is a calling to account of the govern- 
ment. or of any member of the government, upon a 
given subject, by any member of the House. A mem- 
ber cannot interpellate another mémber. An interpel- 
lation is a means of controlling the action of the gov- 
ernment and of ascertaining the political responsibility 
of a Minister. As soon as an interpellation has been 
read out, the Minister who had been called upon mounts 
the steps of the tribune and gives his explanation. 
Sometimes this suffices, but sometimes a vote of confi- 
dence is necessary. An interpellation may often be 
adjourned and the House proceeds with the order of the 
av.

FiSH EAT FISH. 


HOW THE LITTLE *“KILLIES’ SEEK TO ELUDB 
THE BIG BASS AND TROUT. 
[New York Tribune:] The species of fish of which 


the New York Aquarium has the largest number. but of 
which the public sees the least, is the killifish. Although 


publie occasions. 


they are only from one to three inches long. they are 


as quick-witted as the brightest of the big fish. They 
have to be, for they have so many enemies. At the 
aquarium they have an opportunity to display their 
powers of adaptation. They have only one opportunity 
to show what they can do in this direction, but they 
make good use of it. There is only an instant in which 
to decide upon the use which they will make of this op- 
portunity, but there is no besitatlon in making the de- 
cision. 

The “killles” are collected every day for the aquartum 
by a man employed for the purpose. They are needed ig 
large numbers, for they are used as food for the other 
fish. Every day a quantity of them are thrown to the 
bass and trout alive. It is then that they display their 
intelligence or instinct, whichever it is. One is inclined 
at first thought to believe it is the former, for it is cere 
tain that they have never been called upon to meet the 
enemy in tanks shaped like those into which they are 
They quickly adapt themselves to the condl- 
tions under which the conflict for survival must be 
foucht. The foe is as keen in the hunt as the hunted 
It is a war of the wits.

The 
small fish says to himself: “If I can only get to the 
side of the tank before the bass gets me. I have a figcht- 
ing chance. Unless he is exceptionally clever he cannot 
get me without hurting his snout when he jumps for 
me.” He succeeds in reaching the white tile side. and 
finds there many of his fellows. They swim along the 
~~ side in groups, and the bass leave them alone for 
a time.

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The Escape from Lindy. 


HE escape of 109 Union officers from Libby prison on 

the tenth of February, 1864, wag perhaps one of the 

most thrilling and daring incidents of its nature 
during the War of the Rebellion. 

Gen. F. B. Butler had failed to alleviate the Union 
prisoners at Richmond. At the time of the escape, 
gays the Army Journal of 1864, the first and authentic 
source of information in regard to it, “for prudential 
reasons many particulars were withheld from publica- 
tion.” 

Yesterday, in discussing the adventures and trying 
times of the War of the Rebellion in a group of vet- 
erans, the Libby prison escape was referred to, which 
Suggested that a rehearsal of that hazardous incident 
at this time might not be amiss. 

It required fifty-one days to make the tunnel from 
the cellar of the prison to the opening under the to- 
bacco shelter. Case knives, chisels and files were the 
instruments used in making the tunnel. “Having man- 
azed to find access to the cellar,” said one of the of- 
ficers, “we commenced relieving one another as oppor- 
tunity offered. Twice the work was abandoned on ac- 
count of impassable obstructions. The excavated soil 
was drawn out in a spittoon which was attached to a 
cord; the soil was concealed in shallow layers over the 
floor of the cellar and covered over with straw. The 
atmosphere in the tunnel was so close that we could 
remain in it only for a short time, and the candles 
would go out. At one time we got so close to the sur- 
face of the street that a small hole broke through, but 
fortunately was not discovered by the guards, and was 
of great service, admitting air. The tunnel when com- 
pleted was about sixty feet long, and opened into an 
eld tobacco shed beyond the line of the guards, 

“As soon as the way was clear the officers emerged 
slowly in small squads of two and three, and sauntered 
off until they got clear of the guards, making their 
way toward the Williamsburg road by the shortest 
route. It was a dark night, and the fact that all the 
rebel soldiers whom they met were habited in army coats 
of Uncle Sam, which they had taken from the supplies 
gent to the Union prisoners, Was of great help to them. 
In order to elude the pursuers who they knew wouid 
soon be on their track they scattered as much as pos- 
sible, and frequent were their hardships and narrow 
escapes from the rebel cavalry, who were bushwhack- 
ing the next morning in every direction. Washington

She said if I was Capt. Gardner she would show me 
something that would interest me She led my wife 
and me back to the spot upon which I had been laid thirty- 
seven years before and pointed out stains whjch, she 
said, were caused by my blood. The woman said she 
had tried many times to wash away the blood stains, 
but without success. I gave the woman 310 then and 
mailed her a check for $25 upon my return home. I 
related the fact of finding the woman to my father, 
who also mailed her a check for $25, and we agreed that 
the woman should not want as long as either of us 
lived.” 

Capt. Gardner, who earned the rank of brevet lieu- 
tenant-colonel for services during the war, sad he | 
thought it most remarkable that the blood stains should 
remain on the floor of the house for more than thirty- 
seven years. Capt. Gardner said the veterans from 
Maine had certainly enjoyed themselves during the late 
encampment, and that he thought that Congress should 
appropriate funds for the purpose of holding the G.A.R.

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PAST AND PRESENT MINGLE IN QUIET 


OLD COYOACAN. 

From a Special Correspondent. 
EXI100, Oct. 30, 1902.—-Embowered in foliage, hid- 
den in recesses of grove or garden, Coyoacan is a 
quiet corner of the Valley of Mexico, quiet and un- 
known to the outside world. Tourists seldom visit the 
place. It is not included in the guide-books, as are the 
more popular points of San Angel, Chapultepec, ete. 
Travel generally sets into ruts, and men, like sheep, fol- 
low each other in beaten paths. Mexico is full of mar- 
vel and mystery, and attracts tourists at every point. 
But tourists are in the babit of going to points mapped 
out and echeduled. They tramp noisily through that 
great sanciuary of sicnce and sacredness known as the 
Cathedral, a building so vast that whole regiments of 
soldiers, French and Austrian, heard mass together, 
and yet so singularly superb as to arrest the attention 
even of old-timers. They wander aimlessly or 
artistically through the matchless Museum of Mexico, 
where the ceniturics have piled their priceless treasures. 
They obtain a pass from the Governor of the National 
Palace, to visit the historic castle of Chapultepec, that 
white jewel set in porphyry, with storied walls, and 
aureoled with hi torical associations. They frequent the 
sacred shrine of Guadalupe to sce the divine robes and 
gems and to drink of the healing Waters. hey take 
canoes and barwes and ride the Viga Canal and among 
the floating islands of Santa Anita and Mexicaltzingo. 
‘Art galleries, olf churches grand in their very ruin.

parks of exquisite beauty, boulevards designed by me 


ten feet thick. On the north side where there Is little 
sun, mosses and lichens have overgrown the slabs of 
masonry, and cacti point out the cornices and roof. The 
big pile is incongruously painted in sick yellows and 
pale pinks.

» ung Hasculaus an@other Mexican tribes who were 
deadly enemies of Moctezuma II. Nevertheless, the 
church structure is suggestive of days of conflict, days 
of frontiersmen, days of noisy nation building. ‘The 
very windows are embrasures. The towers doubtiess 
served as rests for the tiny fleld pieces used by Olid. 
When Grant was in Mexico in 1847 he employed for such 
purpose the towers of the San Cosme Church, but the 
ijea was probably not original with him. Cortez Was 
fond of military display, even an over-display of power, 
and was often rebuked by the priests. One time Father 
Gante said to him: “Monks and monasteries are worth 
more than armies.” The vein of savagery, truly Moor- 
ish. in that remarkable man, would brook little inter- 
ference, 2 he was forced to yield a show of respect to 
the church, 


The Cross in Early Days. 


Those were days of doom and death to an ancient 
people. Their rose-red teocali in the church yard of 
Coyoacan was destroyed by the Spaniards, and on the 
site was raised the cross of Christ, the Christ so strenu- 
ously vet unlovingly followed by these cruel soldiers of 
the cross. Yet historicaly the cross existe] in Mexico 
tenturies before the time of Cortez. In 1524, when Cor- 
lez marched to Honduras, he passed close to Palenque, 
jhe ruins of Nachan, a city built 2000 years ago. Among 
the ruins extst the temples of the sun and the sanctuary 
vf the cress, a strange intermingling of the pagan and 
te Christian. Tradition recites that Saint Thomas came 
to Mexico to preach Christianity and planted the cross 
at this and other portions of the country. The mild 
influence of some fo gotten faith was found to mingie 
wit the racial ferocity of the Aztecs, and this impressed 
Bernal Diaz and historians and.writers contemporaneous 
with the conquest. 

Though Cortez did not discover the ruins of Palenque, 
they were explored in 1787 by order of the King of Spain.

A Notable Church. 


This church was built nearly a ®entury before the 
Mayflower reached the snowy shores of New England.

The very foundation soil of the teocali at Coyoacan 
Was sown with salt by the chaplain, Rev. Bartolome 
Olmedo, that pious priest who, with Las Casas, stoppea 
ihe Aztee practice of human sacrifices and protected 
the Indians from Spanish savagery. 


Interesting Architecture. 


The system of arched entrances facing the Plaza 
ii.dalgo are interesting to the student and archeologist, 
ornate in their conceptions of Aztec reed-symbols, 
acanthus leaves and bits of crumbling Byzantine carv- 
ings. The other set of arches on Calle Real, with their 
sugecstion of the Ionic Greek, have the appearance of 
half-relief, and are crudely carved in plastic stone. It is 
little wonder that Coyoacan appealed to Humboldt. The 
historical and the picturesque blend: the old, the new 
mingle in the baptism of beauty.

CUINARD Crowded Out of Schools. . 


T Let us take the question of education. The law says 
3 that “foreigners” shall have the same privileges as the 
Roumanians. They may send their children to the 
schools as far as space admits. Now there are very few 
echools in Roumania, as the fact that 75 per cent. of 
the Roumanians can neither read nor write sufficiently 
proclaims. When a new, school is opened the Roumaniaa 
has the first right to send his children; by the time that 
the Jew’s (or foreigner’s) turn comes, he is met with 
the statement that all the vacancies are filled up. But 
he must go on paying taxes all the same. 
: There are $10,000 Roumanians living in towns, and 


allowing for a few Jews who do live outside the towns 
in spite of the law, there are certainly 225,000 Jews 
who are represented by 3807 children in the town schools 
against 68,000 Christians. 

The law of naturalization is excellent—on paper. 
Any “foreigner.” independent of religion, may apply to 
Parliament, and on proving that he is desirable he may 
receive his rights. In twenty years 200 Jews have been 
naturalized by this means, and these were chiefly 
wealthy. I know of many cases where Jews have been 
trying for ten and fifteen years to obtain civil rights. 

The following instance will, however, put the whole 
ease in a nutshell. I met a young Jew of great ability 
who is editor of a Bucharest daily paper. A Christiaa 
friend with considerable influence offered to obtain for 
him his rights, and only at the cost of 2000 franca 
This is very cheap, but the young man could not afford 
it. and so is condemned to continue as an alien in the 
land where his fathers have lived for generations. 


Deprived of Their Rights. 


It is a fact that a number of deputies derive a large 
portion of their incomes by accepting heavy bribes from 
Jews on the condition that they will help their natural- 
ization, and in many cases put the money in their pock- 
ets and do no more in the matter. Naturally many Jews 
do not apply for naturalization.

QUEER BABY TRAINING. 


FOUR YOUNGSTERS ARE BEING GIVEN X! 
TRULY SCIENTIFIC EDUCATION. 


From a Spectal Correspondent. 


ASHINGTON (b. c Nov. 10.—“As the twig is 
W bent, so will the tree incline,” sayeth the wise 
proverb. Accordingly, the Gates children are 
@estined to be most unusual adults, for their education, 
you will agree with me, is most assuredly unusual. 

Some six years ago I met Prof. Elmer Gates, a 
psychologist, who outlined to me a most elaborate sys- 
tem of training to which he was about to subject his 
baby. Impelled by professional curiosity at the time, I 
ventured out to his home and laboratory at Chevy Chase, 
Ma, “to see the wheels go round.” 

The other day I fell to wondering how Baby Gates was 
progressing and set out upon a half-hour's ride out to 
the picturesque suburb where his father delves into pro- 
found research and where the great men of the capital 
relax themselves with “drives” and “puts.” 

The only Baby Gates was a rosy-cheeked cherub of 
16 months when I had inspected him before, but, behold! 
I now found him a youth in trousers and, what is more, 
the brother of three babies Gates. So the Gates children 
today are four, and I was presented to each—to Elmer, 
Jr, the afore-mentioned, aged 7½ pears; Phoebe, 4% 
years; Donald, 3 years; Roger, 14% months all faxen- 


aired and with eyes of the bluest blue. 


It has been put down as a rule that the genius has a 
dual personality—-one which he takes to his sanctum and 
the other which he brings home; that the professi ynal 
humorist is the most melancholy and lugubrious spirit 
in his home circle; that the matinée idol who idealizes 
love. goes home and maltreats his wife. But Prof. Gates 
js evidently the exception. While devising means for 
siudying and improving the public mind -he has not 
neglected the minds of his own little ones. 

It is his notion that out of the science of psychology 
@Qould develop an art of psychology. Psychologists have 
tr.vised many wonderful instruments of precision which 
measure the acuteness of the senses, time the speed of 
thoucht and in various ways gauge the capacities of the 
mind. Hundreds of people are measured by these devices 
and afterward compared, and in the end each subject 
receives just one test. Probably if any one subject were 
similarly measured the second time he would display 
greater acuteness than was manifest at the first trial, 
still greater, discrimination the.third time, and so on. 

Tried it on the Dogs. 2 

It is the psychologist’s theory that repeated psycholog- 
ical tests, properly made, increase mental skill, just as 
repeated gymnastic trials develop greater physical skill; 
that you develop discrimination in seeing, for instance, 
by making repeated measurements of discriminative 
power with that sense. The psychologist himself ex- 
pressed it in words far more technical than these, but 
such seems to be the pith of his theory—of one part of 
it, at least, Before- adapting this training to his chil- 


dren, he states, it was first applied, so far as possible, 
to dogs and small laboratory animals, whose brains were 
dissected and carefully studied. . 

That the Gates children are not being crammed is evi- 
dent to any one permitted to study them closely. Their 
faces bubble over with childish mischief, and the infant 
food concerns could find no better models whose photo- 
graphs might be circulated with testimonials. Their 
father explained that their education commenced several 
years before the eldest saw the light of this world. But 
1 will commence with their early infancy, deseribing 
some of the apparatus and their uses. 

The first stage of this unique education the psycholo- 
gist terms the “sensation stage.” As early in life as pes- 
sible he teaches the babies to discriminate between each 
recognizable difference of color and sound, each pleas- 
urable and healthful taste and smell; between differences 
in touch, temperature and muscular sensation. 

For training in color discrimination he employs first 
a simple color wheel, revolving pasteboard disks, which 
produce various shades and tints in their proper order. 
For more advanced training he has devised a dark cham- 
ber. into whose mysteries I was permitted to penetrate, 
after being led through a veritable labyrinth of dark 
hallways arranged to shut out every ray of daylight, vis- 
ible and invisible—for there are rays of invisible light, 
as you shall directly see, 


In a Dark Cell. 


In this dark cell is hung a white screen, and upon this, 
side by side, by means of three prisms, placed in a ray 


of light, are projected three solar spectra with their rain- | 


bow bands of color. Then with a black card the 
psychologist covers all except one color, say, red, in 
each band. In one the darker part of the red is ex- 
posed; in the second a lighter pertion and in the third 
a different tint of the same color. The child is taught 
to distinguish between these pitches of color, and from 
day to day he learns to detect much smaller differences, 
according to the psychologist. Over 2.000.000 of recog- 
nizable color“ differences can be produced by this ap- 
paratus, he claims. By mingling white in successive 
amounts with each spectral color, various tints of the 
same are produced, and a child can be taught to readily 
detect difference between a 10-per-cent. and a 20-per- 
cent. tint. By mingling black with the colors the 
shades thereof are likewise produced. Blending one 
color with another produces the hue differences. In the 
dark cell was a large quantity of tinsel, which | was told 
was used in producing various iridescences and lusters 
of colors. An advance course of training is to include 
the effects of in ‘sible light thrown upon different bands 
of the spectrum.

second to the seventh year. One hundred hours’ train- 
ing, of a few minutes at a time each few days, is suf- 
ficient to teach discrimination of 200,000 color differ- 
ences, the professor stated.

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THE SULTAN AT HOME. 


THE RULER CONCERNING WHOSE POL- 
ICY RUMOR IS NEVER SILENT. 


From the London Express. 


Hi adage that threatened men live long ts no- 

where better exemplified than in the case of Tur- 

key. No power, no race, indeed, in the world has 
been so persistently scolded and remonstrated with, and 
warned of impending punishment, as the Turks have 
been by the great nations of Europe. 

The present Sultan—to go back no further than the 
date of his accession—has ruled Turkey for twenty-six 
years. He came to the throne amid scenes of blood 
and violence. The first year of his reign was darkened 
by the most disastrous war for his empire that it has 
ever yet known, and the blotch of blood-stained epi- 
sodes has been spread over the twenty-five years that 
have followed with lurid impartiality. 

For a brief period, which ended in 1890, the country 
feemed to enjoy a term of quiet and of relative well- 
bearing. But thig fictitious appearance was in reality 
attributable to the fact that the attention of the Eu- 
ropean powers was directed elsewhere, with the result 
that the misdeeds of the palace and Porte passed un- 
noticed and unrebuked. 

Apart from this period of immunity, the Sultan has 
been consistently the best-abused man in Europe--nay, 
in the world. In all history there is no similar case of 
a great monat en being so repeatedly threatened with 
the consequences of his acts by the greatest nations of 
the earth, still comfortably pursuing the tenor of his 
way with bland disregard of the warning. 

It Is probuble that Sultan Abdul Hamid, who is with- 
out doubt the most extraordinary figure in contemporary 
history, is not greatly impressed by these menaces. 
His Majesty is a very strange and complex character, 
a kaleidoscope of startling contrasts. He is personally 
as brave on occasion as any Turk of tradition, and yet 
he is so beset by the fear of assassination as to render 
the existence of those about him altogether intolerable. 


Strange Contradictions. 


o— — — — 


A year or two ago, at a time when the alr around 
Yildiz hummed with threats of assassination, the Sul- 
tan, driving to the Friday ceremony at the mosque, was 
violently accosted by an armed peasant. The man 
sprang throuch the cordon. of troops lining the route, 
and rushed shouting at the roy&l carriage with out- 
stretched arm. His intention was really innocent. He 
wished to present a petition, but his manner was in 
every way euspicious. The Sultan, however, pulled up 
his ponies—he drives himself on these occasions—and, 
taking the document, handed it with a smile to tbe 
Minister of War, who sat beside him. 

Yet a few days later, walking in his garden when an 
unfortunate gardener engaged in bedding out fuchsias 
sprang to his feet at the master's approach, the Sultaa, 
quicker than thought, shot him through the bead with 
the revolver he always carries. 7 

In August, 1896, when the streets of Constantinople 
ran with the blood of 7000 slaughtered Armenians, the 
Bultan passed the day shooting pheasants in Wildi 
4. Park, where bulleting were brought him of the progress 
of the massacre. 

Yet the following year, after the war with Greece, he 
presented every Greek prisoner of war- aud there were 
many—with a new overcoat and a sovereign, and char- 


‘he would have but to raise his hand to gather to his 
Standard every adult of the faithful. 


Love of the Sultan. 


His people—who have never seen him have so im- 
plicit a belief in and love for him that in their direst 
sufferings they will say to you, Ah, if only the Sultan 
knew of this all would be well.” 

There is a vague and shadowy association without a 
head, called the “Young Turkey” party, yet not even 
the wildest spirit of those who form thig body would 
ever dream of raising his hand against the Sultan's 
person. He is, and ever will be, the supreme master. 

Within a month he could, if need be, place a million 
and a half men in the field. They would be ill-clad, 
but well armed; they would suffer considerably from 
hunger and from disease, but they would not lack am- 
munition, and they would bring with them to the battle 
ground that spirit of bravery and determination wich 
goes with fanaticism, and an obstinate power of physical. 
resistance such as could be shown by no other troops 
in the world, but which in the Turks is the outcome 
of their intense love for their threatened Fatherland, 
and their blind devotion to him they call master. 

Be the assailants whom they may, they will find in 
the inevitable final struggle with Turkey a task as 
compared with which that undertaken by the Russians 
in 1878 was almost child's play.

Developing Natural Gas. 


N INTERESTING enterprise is now under way 
A* Los Angeles, which promises to have im- 

portant results on the power and lighting business 
in this section. | 

Lying between Whittier and Santa Fé Springs, about 
a dozen miles east of Los Angeles, is the ranch of 
Marius Meyer, consisting of 1200 acres of rolling land, 
from the highest point of which, where the residence ig 
situated, there is an extensive view over the surrounding 
country, the town of Whittier lying plainly in view on 
the slopes of the Whittier hills, three miles to the north, 
the summit of the hills dotted with oil derricks. Mr. 
Meyer is a Frenchman by birth, who came to Southern 
California many years ago, where he has been, and still 
is, extensively engaged in the sheep-raising business. In 
the early days he herded sheep for Sir Richard Brunett, 
who sold the Centinela ranch to the present owner, Dan 
Freeman. He has herded sheep in the city of Los An- 
gcles, where big business blocks now stand. With the 
thrifty habits that he had brought with him from the 
old country, Mr. Meyer invested his savings in sheep, 
which increased and multiplied, and in 1881 he was able 
to purchase the ranch which he now owns, consisting of 
1200 acres, for which he paid $12 per acre to the late 
Gov. Downey. The ranch is used for cattle and sheep, 
bariey being raised over a large portion of it, while 
there is an extensive patch of alialfa. 

Three years ago Mr. Meyer, desiring to obtain an 
increased water supply, engaged the services of a well- 
borer named Quiggle, who had been successful in his 
line of business in Arizona, to sink a well on the high- 
est point of the ranch, near the residence, for the pur- 
pose of obtaining artesian water, an agreement having 
been made that the driller should receivé so much per 
inch for any tlow over a certain amount. Several water- 
bearing strata were passed, and a good flow obtained, 
but Mr. Quiggle was ambitious to do still better, and 
went on boring, until at a depth of about three hundred 
feet there was encountered a tremendous outburst of 
natural gas, which threw up an immense volume of 
sandy water, mingled with rocks, to a height of several 
hundred feet. The sight attracted thousands of visitors, 
and pictures of the spouting well were published in 
many papers and magazines. The gas was accidentally 
set fire to, and burned with a tremendous flame, which 
could be seen for many miles around. Meantime, the 
well-borer was at his wit's end to control this ex- 
traordinary flow, and to add to the troubles, Mr. Meyer's 
neighbors were threatening lawsuits on account of their 
land being flooded. 
an expert to amount to at least 1000 inches. Mr. Quig- 
gle spent a long time and a lot of money in trying to 
get this miniature \clcano under control. Finally, the 
gas was led by a pipe to the top of a derrick, where it 
burned and formed a landmark to the surrounding coun- 
try for three years. 

Since that time little has been heard of this remark- 
able gas well, so that some people have supposed that it 
is played out. Such is by no means the case. The force 
of the gas is as strong as ever, and steps are now being 
taken to develop it in a business-like way. The first 
well was bored for water. Another well, a few feet dis- 
tant, is now being sunk for gas, drilling having just 
commenced. Eugene Vezie, an experlenced natural-gas 
operator from Pennsylvania, succeeded in forming a 
company of Whittier people, known as the Natural Gas 
Company of Whittier, which has leased from Mr. Meyer 
the gas and oil rights of his 1200-acre ranch, in con- 
sideration of the payment of $1000 a year in advance, 
and one-sixteenth of the gross output, the lease to re- 
main in force so long as gas or oil is produced. Mr. 
Vezie has gone to work in a thoroughly business-like 
way, building.a very solid derrick, and sinking a shaft. 
do that the machinery may be solidly anchored. The 
engine will be fed with natural gas from the old well, 
which has been turned into a half-inch pipe. When this 
is turned on and lighted it rushes out for a distance of 
twenty feet, with a tremendous roar. It is the intention 
to run the gas fo Whittier, and after that preparations 
will be made to pipe it, in a larger pipe, to Los Angeles, 
where it is expected that it will supplant artificial gas. 
Mr. Vezie has installed the gas in a cook stove at the 
Meyer residence. It is a convenience that any house- 
keeper would appreciate, the gas being perfectly clean, 
making no smut or smoke. With an unlimited supply of 
water. and with inexpensive natural gas for fuel, it 
would not be surprising to see important manufacturing 
development around this section before jong, should the 
operations of the new company prove successful, of 
which there seems to be little doubt, as they know ex- 
actly where to strike the gas, and will be prepared for it. 
_ ‘The company is composed of Whittier people, the pres- 
ident being A. H. Cheney; vice-president, J. A. Winsor, 
and secretary, Will S. Faweett, while Eugene Vezie is 
superintendent and manager. So far as is known, this 
is the first important strike of natural gas that has been 
encountered in the State, outside of Stockton. Gas from 
some of the oil wells in the city of Los Angeles has been 
utilized. on a small scale, and natural gas from a well 
on the Rosecrans tract. between Los Angeles and Re- 
donde. was used for cooking in a stove there for a num- 
ber of years, but nothing like the present prospects have

it promises interesting developments. Mr. Vezie believes 
that they should strike the gas within about thirty days.

Southern California Apples. 


T THE Chamber of Commerce exhibit, Mr. Wiggins 

has arranged a most interesting display of apples 
from various points in Southern California which ex- 
cite the wonder and admiration of visitors, especially 
those from the Eastern States, who have been taught to 
believe-—as many of our own people still believe—that 
apples cannot be successfully raised in Southern Call- 
fornia. It only needs a glance at this magnificent ex- 
bibit of apples, red, green and yellow, large, firm and 
juicy, to show that this idea is altogether wrong. 

As a rule, it seems that apples do best in Southern 
California either in the mountain regions, or near the 
coast. Yet, in a measure, this is again contradicted by 
the fact that apples of excellent quality are raised in 
such places as Downey and in Orange county, which 
are neither mountain nor seacoast. The display from 
Julian, in the mountains of San Diego county, is espe- 
cially fine. Jul on apples have been celebrated for many 
years. The clinate there appears to be espe- 
cially adapted to the apple, there being a considerable 
fall of snow in the winter. Some Julian apples were 
shipped this season to the Atlantic Coast. 

Considering the price at which apples sell in this sec- 
tion, the industry should be more profitable than orange 
growing. Growers of fine fruit have no difficulty in dis- 
posing of it at from 2 to 2%, and sometimes even 3 
cents per pound. Reckoning sixty pounds to the bushel, 
this is equivalent to about $1.50 a bushel, or not much 
less than apples sometimes sell for by the barrel in the | 
East.

Ia the island of Porto Rico, a land of perpetual sum- | 
ger, Uncle Sam has taken under his care more than 
922,000 children of school age. School age in Porto 
Rico is from five to eighteen years, though not many 
of the island children attend school after they are

When Uncle Sam took possession of Porto Rico a few | 
ago he found that 80 per cent. of the people on | 
the island could not read or write. | 

Only the well-to-do people in the cities, and the 
gealthy planters, thought of sending their children to 
gchool. There were a few schools, such as they were, | 
geattered among the large towns, but in the villages and | 
quntry districts there were no schools at all. 

Uncle Sam is changing all that and this fall he opened 
fe Porto Rico 1200 schools which began the school year | 
end an attendance of more than fifty thousand pupils. 

So now, every school-day morning, high up on the 
gountain sides, down in the fertile valleys and over 
the huts of the little villages and the whitewashed stone 
houses of the cities, rise American flags before a thou- 
nd schoolbouses. 

Porto Rican children are fond of singing, and nearly 
efi of them are good singers. They generally begin the 
ghool day by singing “The Star Spangled Banner,” 
"My Country ‘Tis of Thee, or Hail Columbia,” sing- 
fog the English words, and following the American song 
gith “Borinquen,” sung in Spanish.

DARING WALKERS ON STILTS, 


MEN AND WOMEN IN THE SOUTH OF FRANCE 
BECOME VERY EXPERT. 


By a Special Conivibutor. 


American boys walk on Stilts, but as compared with 
French boys, they know little of the sport. 

Perhaps the reason for this ig that in one part of 
France—away down in the south of the country—stilts 
are a necessity to the people, who are mostly shepherds. 
They must walk on stilts in order to oversee their vast 
flocks of sheep as well as to pass through the bogs 
which beset them everywhere, 

These shepherds—men and women both—walk con- 
tinuously on stilts that are from six to eight feet high. 
These stilts are merely fastened to the feet. There is 
no thought of an upright by which the hands and arms 
may steady the progress of the aérial pedestrian. Same- 
times the stilts have uprights reaching as far as the 
knees and bound firmly to the legs. 

Generally these shepherds and shepherdesses carry 
long poles which they can use either as balancing poles 
or as supports—very long canes, as it were, reaching 
to the ground. 

iuey become so expert in stilt walking that it is no 
unusual sight to see a shepherdess striding along on 
stilts that raise her six feet above the ground, with 
her balancing pole strapped to her back and her hands 
busily knitting socks for husband, son or brother. 


STILT WALKING IN FRANCE.

The complete unconcern with which these hardy 
country folk make their way along on stilts is as ton 
ishing. One might almost say that children have stilts 
given to them instead of cradlea 

The writer witnessed a race on stilts in the south of 
France. It was one of the sports to celebrate a holiday. 
The course was about four and one-half miles long, and 
was covered by the two winners In the extraordinary 
time of thirty-five minutes. When you stop to think 
that the average good driving horse does not ordinarily 
trot as fast as this, the wonderful skill of these French 
stilt walkers will be appreciated. 

One of the winners was a boy and the ottier a girl. 
Both were about 14 years old. Entered as contestants 
in the race were old men and women as well as young 
folk. Third in the race was an aged shepherd, who 
certainly looked as if he had well passed his seventieth 
birthday. 

These shepherd stilt walkers have had their influence 
on boys throughout France. Paris is a great city for 
holidays, and vn many of these holidays a part of the 
celebration is a parade. In these parades stilt walkers 
always play a leading and amusing part. 

One such procession was led by a gigantic and 
grotesque figure, not less than twelve feet tall. After- 
ward, when the procession disbanded, it turned out that 


this figure was really a boy of about 16, who was not 


more than four feet six inches tall. Not only had he 
made the long march on high stilts, but he.had still 
further increased his apparent height by binding a long 
stick to his back. This reached far above his hoad, and 
bore on its upper end a large false head. A cross bar 
just under this head formed false shoulders and arms, 
and from these in long, loose folds, hung a calico gown, 
Which reached to the ground. 

Prizes are almost always given for the best marchers 
in these Paris parades, and on this occasion the boy on 


‘stilts won first prize. 


Strange stilts are those used by Japanese and Chinese 
boys. Instead of having side blocks as do the stilts 
used by American boys, they have foot rests mortised 
on the stilt stick and projecting backward. These stilts 
ean only be used when the Japanese boys’ feet are bare. 
for the stilt stick must be grasped between the lirst and 
second tocs of each foot 

Spanish boys are great stilt walkers, and they invar- 
lably use sticks that reach only to the hips, and are 
strongly bound there as well as at the ankles. 

In some of the tsiands in the South Pacific Ocean very 
rough sport is engaged in by boys on stilts. Perched 
high on their thin supports, and with their faces and 
skins grotesquely painted, these semi-savage lads— 
sometimes as many as twenty at a time—meet and 
strive to trip each other up or knock each other down. 

Like most sports and games, stilt walking ts of very 
ancient origin. Cut in the stone which forms the tomb 
of one of the oldest of the Pharaohs, there is a crude 
picture of a man leading a procession and walking on 
stilts. his ancient stilt walker must have been very 
skillful, for he is holding on to ho side sticks. but is 
using both hands in holding a great horn to his m yuth, 
which he is apparently blowing,

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A Dangerous Remedy. 


METHOD of killing at once all the objectionable 
A insects in a house, no matter how many they may 

be or where they may be concealed, is set forth in 
Circular No. 6 of the United States Deparunent of Agri- 
culture. This method is to fill the house with a great 
volume of hydrocyanic acid gas (prussic acid,) which 
is almost instantly fatal to life. As the gas is as fatal 
to human beings as to insects, this fumigation must be 
carried out with the utmest precaution. A few weeks 
ago a man was killed and a couple of others nearly lost 
their lives in a Los Angeles lodging-house, through the 
use of this gas to rid rooms of insects, the man having 
entered a room in which it had been used a short time 
befure lis entering it. 

Kill or Cure. 


HE editor of Medical Talk gives the following in- 

siances of a case in which a treatment that was ex- 
pected to kill a patient resulted in his eure. Along some- 
what similar lines, cases have been known where fever 
patients have escaped from their nurses and plunged into 
a snowbank, recovering from that time. Al! of which 
shows that neither the doctors nor the hygienists begin 
to know everything about the care of the body: 

“A middie-aged man belonging to a wealthy family in 
Wilkesbarre, was afflicted with a very bad form of stom- 
ach disease. His trouble was called dsypepsia, catarrh 
of the stomach, sluggish liver, and all sorts of names. 

“Having all the resources of wealth and popularity, he 
Was able to command the best treatment known. His 
diet was carefully selected for him. He ate nothing but 
the choicest of food, but gradually grew worse. He 
finally became unable to cat anything but toasted crack- 
ers, taken with hot weter. Even this would distress 
him. He became a mere skeleton, confined to the bed 
and his death was expected. 

“He had been a soldier two years during the War of 
the Rebellion. While lying on his bed waiting to die, 
an encampment of the veteran soldiers occurred near 
his city. He had a longing to see the old soldiers once 
more „fore he died. He wished to be carried out to 
the camp, where he could see them acain, hear their 
voices, and listen to. the rattle of the martial music. He 
was very weak, and the doctor shook his head doubt-:’ 
fully at the experiment. His friends and relatives, anx- 
fous to please him, undertook to carry out what seemed 
to them a very dangerous transaction. 

“He was taken in & bed, in a closed carriage, to the 
Boldiers’ encampment. The doctor was in the carriage, 
at his side. All sorts of restoratives and stimulants were 
at hand, the carriage was driven carefully, and every- 
thine done to avoid shock and excitement. 

“He arrived at the camp safely. He asked to be lifted 
from the carriage and laid on the ground. His request 
was granted. He saw the soldiers once more. He caught 
the inspiration of their bustle and enthusiasm. He 
smelled coffee steeping somewhere, and caught the odor 
of broiling meat. A terrible hunger seized him. He 
wanted some coffee. He wanted some meat. His at- 
tendants stood aghast at his request. He insisted upon 
having what he wanted. . 

“They expected nothing but a bad result. 
drank some biack coffee. 
goon fell into a refreshing sleep. 
was hunery again. This time he wanted bean soup. 
Was given him. 

“He would not return to his home, but requested to be 
left to spend the night in the camp. Friends gave up in 
despair and allowed him to do whatever he wished. The 
result was that he stayed the whole two weeks of the 
encampment with the soldiers. The reveille awoke him 
every morning. The tattoo put him to sleep. The push 
and noise and rattle and bang of the military camp kept 
his mind all day from dwelling on his troubles. 

“By the end of the two weeks he was very much im- 
proved, a great deal better than he had been for years. 
He had gained confidence in himself. He returned to his 
home with new hope, new courage, and almost a new 
stomach.”

HE following strong protest against the abuse of 

surgery is contributed by a London physician to the 
English Herald of Health: . 

“The title of the present article is not my own inven- 
tion, nor is it taken from any ‘heterodox’ source. It 
was not originated by the vendor of any quack salve or 
cure-all. It standg at the head of a long leader in the 
British Medical Journal for November 9, 1901, and its 
object is to draw attention to the powerful protest of Sir 
Felix Semon, M.D., which he made at the Medical Grad- 
uates College and Polyclinic in October last, when he 
denounced the excess of operative zeal in the sphere of 
diseases of the throat, nose and ear, This is by no means 
the first voice of authority which has been raised against 
the madness of cutting—the furor gsecandi, denounced 
by Verneull twenty years ago, and the furor operatives 
acainst which a great German surgeon—Dr. C. H. Stratz 
—protested in 1887, when he said, ‘it is astounding to 
read on what slight excuse a dificult and dangerous 
operation was performed.” The British Medical Journal 
says ‘A policy of blood and iron was needed for tbe 
expansion of our medical empre.“ and thinks we owe a 
debt of gratitude to the daring men who have cut their 
way through difficulties which would have terrified 
weaker men. As Constantine saw the vision of the cross 
in the sky. and heard the words, ‘by this siga you shall 
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conquer,’ so the modern surgeon sees a vision of the | 
knife, and seems to hear the command to conquer all 
diseases by using it. The surgeon is ever thirsting to 
annex new territory, and the physician may well fear 
that what with the knife, and inoculation syringe there 
will be little left for him to do in the near future. A 
few years ago Sir William Priesdly solemnly condemned 
over-operating in diseases of women, and now Sir Felix 
Semon, who, as the British Medical Journal says, speaks 
‘with the authority of a scientific leader, and whose po- 
sition in the medical profession places him high above 
the suspicion of any personal motive, deserves tue 
thanks of his medical brethren ‘for having come for- 
ward to discharge what must have been a most unpleas- 
and task.’ Although he speaks only of the abuses of 
treatment in diseases of the upper air passages, what he 


protests against has a much wider application. Oper- 


ative specialists of all classes may profitably take the 
words of Sir Felix Semon to heart. The rage for dis- 
emboweling patients for the fashionable disease calied 
appendicitis, the passion for trephining the spine and 
skull for various forms of paralysis are not less aimed 
at than are the unnecessary operations particularly 
mentioned in this most solemn denunciation. And it 
was time! A few months ago |! saw a case of paralysis 
in a little boy’s arm, the cause of which puzzled many 
of the most distinguished specialists in London. Some 
declared it due to tuberculosis, others to disease of the 
nerve, others again to rheumatism, and one, and that 
the most eminent of them all, inclined to the opinion 
that the arm center in the brain was at fault and would 
no doubt have operated had the parents consented. In 
despair all medical treatment was abandoned. and he 
was taken to the South Coast, had sea baths, electricity, 
massage and careful dieting, and in two months without 
medicine or doctors, the patient was completely cured. 

“Sir Felix Semon, referring to a doctor and his ad- 
vice to condemn to a very serious and mutilating opera- 
tion patients whom we have learned lastingly to cure 
„* milder methods, says: I was irresistibly 
renrinded of a certain Dr. Eisenbart, who is supposed to 
have flourished at the time of Frederick the Great. and 
who, in a well-known German student's ditty, gives a 
frightful account of his heroic exploits, of which the 
following—in a very free translation (1 am afraid)— 
may give you an idea: 

At Potsdam I trepanned, just hear, 
Great Frederick's cook, to him so dear, 
I poleaxed his devoted head, 

No wonder that the cook is dead.“ 

„ rejoice that my little friend escaped the brain spe- 
cialist’s poleaxe, an! that his most excellent grandmoth- 
er's treatment was crowned by success, after the elite of 
my profession had so ignominiously failed either to 
diagnoee or to cure his complaint. 

“What is the cause of all this ‘Operative Intemper- 
ance?’ Can there be doubt whatever that the prac- 
tices of the vivisect laboratories are at the bottom 
of it all? Organ after organ is mutilated or removed 
entirely from an animal, with a view to discover how 
long it can live, and in what state of health it can re- 
main after the operation. This is done to see exactly 
what was the function of the organ in question. The 
next step is to proceed to the hospital ward, and select 
a case on which to perform a similar operation on the 
human subjects. 

“Thus it was found that animals could do fairly well 
without a stomach, digestion after a fashion could pro- 
ceed, and a certain state of health be maintained. When 
a suitable case of cancer of the stomach was deemed 
suitable for similar treatment an operation of the same 
character was performed on a man. We learn that he 
lived and did well for a certain number of days or 
weels, then we lose sight of the case, the history is re- 
corded in the medical journals, and it drops out of 
memory. After this the surgeon who performed the 
operation is ready to treat in the same manner any 
patient who can pay a fee of say a hunded guineas for 
the removal of his cancerous stomach. We hear no 
more about it; if unsuccessful it does not appear in the 
journals—that is all. 

“The abdomen is now frequently opened and the in- 
testines pulled about to discover something which has 
been diagnosed as the cause of the patient's ai'ment. 
Often nothing is found, but we are repeatedly told that 
the operation itself has been of such benefit that though 
no surgical mischief has been discovered the patient is 
cured. It is the same with brain and other operations. 
We are so accustomed to vivisection of animals that 
surgical intemperance has become orthodox treatment 
We fear that even Sir Felix Semon's protest wil! fall on 
deaf ears. The abuse he condemns is too profitable to 
be cured.” *

On this point I may 
Say at once that this is nearly as bad as popular imag- 
ination paints it. On the mainland, however, things are 
not so bad. Indeed, the Russian penal system, per se, 
compares on the whole favorably with other European 
&ystems.

MICROBES FROM MARS. | 


ODD PRESENTS THE EARTH GETS FROM THE 
SPACE SURROUNDING IT. 


{London Answers:] The earth is growing at the rate 
of at least 500 tons @ year. This is the very conserva- 
tive estimate of Prof. Nordenskjold; other astronomers 
put the weight of matter which we gather out of space 
during one journey round the sun at five to ten thou- 
sand tons. Prof. Newton thinks that our great landing 
net, the atmosphere, scoops in seven and a half millions 
of meteorites in a single day and night, of a total ag- 
gregate weight of 100 tons. This would make the 
earth's growth 36,500 tons yearly. 

Most of these meteorites which are caught up by the 
earth are extremely small—usually between the size of 
a pea and a cricket ball. These are burnt up by the 


fall tmperceptibly upon the earth in very fine dust. This 
dust has been found on the top of the Alps, where it 
has been separated out from the snow: at the bottom 
of the Pacific, nearly five miles from the surface; and 


even on the top of tall buildings such as St. Payls 
Cathedral. 
Now and then a much bigger meteor comes along. 


There is seen on the Staked Plains a pit of two acres 
in extent. at the bottom of which is an enormous rock. 
It is supposed that this is a meteoric stone. Lieut. 
Peary found a meteoric stone near Discoin, in Green-

in a number of them. Museums will always pay well 
for meteorites if they are able to secure an entire fall. 
A larze meteor usually explodes, and scatters its frag- 
ments some miles above the earth, and these fragments 
may be scattefed along a space five to fifty miles long. 
As much as {!5 per pound is paid for complete examples 
of meteories. 

But the earth get 
dust. Prof. Dewar read a paper before the Royal So- 
ciety some little time ago, in which he said that experi- 
ments had proved the presence of hydrogen gas in the 
‘earth's atmosphere. It seems that this gas must come 
from outside—in fact, that there is a continued acces- 
sion of hydrogen to the atmosphere from interplanetary 
sees, Exactly who sends us this hydrogen gas is some- 
what mysterious, but we know that our sun has an at- 
mosphere of glowing hydrogen which is visible, driven 
by mighty convulsions, a quarter of a million miles from 
its surface. 

From comets it is supposed that we may at times get 
gaseous matter ino our atmosphere. A comet is no 
longer the object of dread it once was. Even if one hit 
the earth tail end on, it would probably do less harm 
than the aérolite which, on October 26 last year, fell 
near Kleff. in Austria, and burnt three cornricks and 
fourteen cottages. As Sir John Herschell once said, 
you could pack an ordinary meteorite into a portman- 
teau. In 1861 the earth passed right through the tail 
of a large comet, but no one was aware of the fact until 
some time afterward. 

Prof. I) Arsouval, lecturing recently at Paris. said 
that a cold of 140 degrees below zero failed to kil! cer- 
tain germs which he had been experimenting upon. 
Such a degree of frost is greater probably than that 
which exists in interplanetary space.
